THE WAR VESSELS IN THE 


SUDDEN HURRICANE. 

TEE LOSS OF LIFE 
AGGERATED—MEN 
HOURS TO THE 
MATAAFA’S HELP. 

LONDON, March 31.—Further particulars of 
the disastrous storm at Apia have just been re- 
ceived. 

The hurricane burst upon the harbor sudden- 
ly. The German man-of-war Eber was the first 
Vessel] to drag her anchor. She became un- 
Manageable sna was driven helplessly on the 
reef which runs around the harbor. She struck, 
broadside on, at 6 o’clock in the morning. The 
shoek caused her to lurch and to stagger back 
nd she sank in a moment in deep water. Most 
of her men were under hatches an@ scarcely a 
s80ul of them es¢aped. 

The German warship Adler was the next to 
succumb. She was lifted bodily by a gigantio 
Ware and cast on her beam ends on the reef A 
terrible struggle for life ensued among the offi- 
cers and sailors aboard. Many plunged Into the 
raging surf and struck out, some reaching the 
shorein safety. Others clung tothe rigging 
until the masts fell. Of the latter two gained 
the shore safely. The Captain of the Adler and 
several other oilieers were saved. 

In the meantime the United States steamer 
Nipsic had been dragging her anchors ana drift- 
ing toward the shore. The Captain, however, 
managed te keep eontrol, and ran her on & 
sand bank. Boats were immediately lowered 
and the whole compauy were saved with the ex- 
ception of six men, Who were drowned by tbe 
capsizing of a boat. 

The United States steamer Vandalia was car- 
ried before the gale right upon the reef. She 
struck with a terrible shock, and the Captain 
was hurled against a Gatling gun and stuaned. 
Before he could recover a great sea swept the 
deck and washed him away. The vessel sank 
50 yards from the Nipsic. Several of the officers 
and men were washed overboard and drowned. 
Others perished while making desperate efforts 
to swim to tho shore. Some remained for 
hours clinging to the rigging, but heavy Waves 
dashed unceasingly over them, and one by one 
they were swept away. 

Soon after the Vandalia had sunk the Amert- 
can war ship Trenton broke trom her anchorage 
and was driven upon the wreck of the Vandalia, 
whenee she drifted to the shore, The bottom 
of the Trenton was completely stove and her 
hold was laif fuil of water. 

By this time night had setin. Many natives 
and Europeans had gathered on the shore, and 
all were anxious to render assistance to the 
wrecked vessels and their unfortunate crows, 
but, darkness having fallen on the scene, they 
Were wholly unable to be of service, 

As morning broke the German man-of-war 
Oiga, which had hitherto bravely withstood the 
gale, aithough much battered by the heavy 
seas that constantly broke upon her, became 
unmanageable and was driven upon the beach, 
whore she lay in a tolerably favorable position. 

The following is arecord of the officers and 
men lost: 

Eber—Thbe Captain, all the other officers ex- 
cept one, and 76 men. 

7andaiia—The Captain, 4 officers, and 40 men. 

Nipsic—Seven men. 

Adler—Aitogetber 15 persons. 

Mataafa sent a number of men, who rendered 
aplendid aid in trying te float the Olga. 

BErLiN, March 31.—Emperor William was 
deeply moved by the news of the Samoan disas- 
ter. He immediately telephoned to Prines Henry 
and afterward conferred with Count von Moltke, 
Prince Bismarck, and others. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Secretary Tracy 
Went to New-York yesterday afternoon. Com- 


modore Walker, chief 6f the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, who is acting head of the department dur- 
ing the Secretary’s absence, was not at home 
this evening, but it was said at his residence 
that no additional information had been re- 
ceived in regard to the vesseis wrecked at 
Samoa, 

The immediate relatives of those who lost 
their lives in the wreek will be_eniitied to ven- 
sions under the general law. The pension is, $6 
per month for s seaman’s Widow and $2 ver 
month for each child under 16 years of age. In 
the case of widows of officers it is proportion- 
ately jarger. Parents of the dead persons will 
have to prove that they were dependent upon 
their sone for support to entitle them to poen- 
sions. Congress will probably aleo pass a 
special act raaking reimbursement for the effects 
and baggage of officers and men lost in the 
wreck. This was done in the case of the Huron, 
which went down ou the Hatteras eoast about 
15 years ago. 

Queen Victoria cabled, through Lord BSalis- 
bury, to the British Legation in this city to-day 
directing that her earnest sympathy be ex- 
pressed to the President of the United States on 
the terribie naval misfortune at Samoa and the 
deplorable loas of lite. Mr. Edwardes, the British 
chargé, accompanted by the Secretary of State, 
waited upon the President this afternoon, at 3 
o'clock, and read to him the Queen’s message. 
In reply the President expressed his warm ap- 
vreciativo, and that of the peopie of this coun- 
try, of the Queen’s censiderate sympatiy in the 
calamity that had overwhelmed our neval 
forees at Samoa. A more formal reply to the 
Quéen’s message Would be made, the President 
said, through the Department of Btate. 


San Francisco, March 31.—The storm whieh 
caused the disaster at Apia Was a repetition on 


a larger scale of the one by which the Constitu- 
tion and a number of other vessels were 
wrecked a month previously. At that time the 
gale came from the north, and the harbor of 
Apia boing entirely unprotected from that direc- 
tion, it was impossibie for sailing vessels te 
protect themselves. The English man-of-war 
Calliope found herself in an extremely danger- 
ous position on that occasion. Fortunately, 
she had been outside the harbor practicing her

guns before the gale caine up and had a full q 


head of steam on. She was thus enabled to put 
to sea, Where she rode out the storm in safety. 
The German ship kber was not so fortunate. 
Bhe was unable to make headway against the 
atorm, and was in imminent danger of being 
driven on the reef, but the Olga sent the line 
aboard of her and she was thus towed into 
safety. 

Superintendent Dickey of the Union Iron 
Works said to-day: “ We have net received any 
orders from Washington to rush things on the 
Charleston, and, even if we should. it would not 
do any good, for the simple reason that we have 
now crammed the vessel with expert workmen, 
and any further attempts to expedite matters 
would be ridiculous, The propeller blades will 
be putin position immediately, and on Monday 
the Beard of Examiners will inspect the hull, 
The Charleston will come off the dock next 
Thursday and will be taken to the Mission Roex. 
The sbeli will remain there until ready to go to 
Mare Island, where her masts wil) be stepped. 
I ean’t say anything definite about her guns.” 


ADMIRAL KIMBERLY’S CHARGE. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The loss of the Tren- 
ton and the Vandalia will, it is expected, be 
followed by along and circumstantial report 
from RearAdmiral Kimberly, which will un- 
doubtedly make clear all the details of the 
storm and wreck, about which there is just now 
a great deal of conjecture, heiped out by more 
or less interesting statements ef fact supposed 
to have a bearing upon the present case. The 
general and just opinion is that the offieers and 
men of the United States vessels behaved ad- 
mirably, and that the losses were unaveidable. 

As to the course to be pursued in case 
there should be any doubt in the mind of Secre- 
tary Traey about the behavior of the command- 
ing officer, Col. W, B. Remey, the Judge-Advo- 
cate of the Navy, talked to-day very freely: “I 
know Admiral Kimberly very well,” said the 


Colonel, “aad I feel sure thathe did everything 
in his power tO protect the lives of ais men and 
insure the safety of his ships. He isa very ex- 
perionced seamab, a man of excellent judg- 
ment, and it is not likely that he sat in his cabin 
aod neglected to take any precautions that 
would have occurred to aman whois sucha 
thorough sailor. IL have served on the same 
Be ey him and know him thoroughly. 

“The usual course followed in a case of this 
kind is this: Admiral Kimberly will make a re- 
pors to the Secretary, giving in detail all the 
facts in connection with the loss of the 
ee and men in the squadron. of 
whioh he bad command. That report wiil, in 
the natural order of things, be referred to 
me, and if, in my judgment, it seems 
te me there was any negligence displayed 
or the Admiral failed to take all proper 
precautions, I shallrecommend to the Secretary 
that a court of inquiry be held. The functions 
of a court of inquiry are very similar to those 
of a Grand Jury. If, after a thorough tinvesti- 
gatiou, the court is convinced that the Admiral 
Was remiss, or that he dia not display the sea- 
manship which oucht te have been expected of 
his under the eiroumstances, the court would 
yecommend the Secretary of the Navy that he be 
tried by court-martial, sad I should have to 
prefor the charges. 

“It is proper for me to say that, of eourse, it 
{a entirely within the discretion of the Seoretary 
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‘recommendation ia thus acted

to decide whether he will approve the recom- 
mendations made to him and order the:trial of 
the officer, although as a general thing such a 
on. Ido not be- 
lieve any court will beconvened. Kimberly was 
the executive officer of Farragut’s ship at Mo- 
bile, and in the pictures you can see him etand- 
ing by the side of tne Admiral. That’s the 
kind of man Kimberly 18.” 

“Ts it true that the naval regulations do not 
perf Commanders to have steam up when in. 
port? 

“Under the very nature of things, it must be 
so. If the fires were kept going all the time the 
coal would have been used up se quickly that 
our vessels would have had empty bunkers, and 
then they would have been entirely at the 
merey of the German gunboats. They had to 
husband their resources, a3 there was no coal 
to be had Samosa, and Australia is a good ways 
off. Of course it was within the authority of 
the Admirai to have steam up all the time, but 
such a thing would not be usual in @ harbor and 
where the exigencies did not seom to justify 
such a thing. 

“The Calliope probably had steam, but it is 
more than likely that she had just come back 
from a eruise and that her engineers had not 
had time to haui Ler fires when the storm came 
on. Then itis more than likeiy that by chance | 
her position was more fayorabie than that of 
either the American or German vessels, and 80 
instead of; being dashed to pieces on the reefs 
she was swept out to seaand se eseaped. It is 
@ mistake to suppose that the Knglish ships 
always keep their fires banked. I have been in 
port alongside of English ships and their fires 
were drawn just the same as ours.” 

‘Do youwsuppose that the Calliope war saved 
pecause her Commander displayed better sea- 
manehip than Kimberly did ?”’ 

“No, [do not. The English have better ships 
than we have, but I don’t think there is a navy 
in the world that has a finer personnel than 
ours, If this storm came up all of asudden, it 
was not possible for our people to bave got 
steam up in time to getaway, as it takes some 
hours to get under way. Undoubtedly the 
Britisher is a modern ship and had greater 
steam power than our vesseis, and four or ive 
knots an heur makes a great aifierence in the 
chances of a vessel riding out a gale sueh as 
this one must have been.” 


A LEITER FROM 4HA POPE. 


HIS HOLINESS COMPLIMENTS THE ARCH- 
BISHOPS OF THE UNITED STATES. 
BALTIMORE, Maroh 31,—The following is in 
substance the letter of Pope Leo XIIL, ad- 
dressed to his Eminence James Cardinal Gib- 
bons, in reply to the letter of the Arehbishops 
of the United States: 


To Owr Beloved Son, James Cardinal Gibbons, 
Archbishop of Baltimore; 

BELOV&D SUN: Health and apestolic benediction. 
We have read your impressive and powerful letter 
of the 30th of December, written in your own name 
and in that of the other Archbishops of the United 
States; it does honor to you, whiie it afferds us no 
litsle consolation. 

For nothing could be more appropriate to the time 
or more worthy of your high office than the public 
defense of the liberty and rights of the Apostolic 
See and the devoted clergy of, [taly against the at- 
tacks of those who, holding forcible possession of 
our city, endeavor by threats of punishment to 
siifie the very voices of those whose duty it is to 
proclaim the laws oi the church. And because you 
have made this defense with pradence and vigor, 
both justice and religion owe you a debt of grati- 
tude, and this the more because your defense has 
the merit of constancy. These striking proofs of 
your faith and geal serve to bind our hearts in 
closer union and ce age us with the pleasing 
hope that your words will have weight with 
those even whe. though not in communion 
with us, are at least unbiased witnesses 
of the injuries inflicted upoa us and the church, 
Moreover, we ate consolea not only because your 
declarations, which are in accord with those of the 
other dignitaries of the ehurch, may win the zealous 
support of upright and intelligent men, but we re- 
joice especialiyin this—that your rayers, united 
with those of the rest of the faithful, confirm and 
increase our confidence in the almighty power and 
ever- watchful providence of God. _ 

Sustained by this hope, and praying that the full- 
ness of heavenly gifts may descend upon you, be- 
loved son. upon the other Archbishops of the United 
States, and upon the clergy and faithful intrusted 
to your and their care, we impart to you and them 
as @ pledge of our love the apostolic benediction.

AN ESOAPED MURDERER OAPTURED. 

GRAND ForKS, Dakota, March 31.—For sev- 
eral weeks Chief of Police Hennessy has been 
shadowing @® man who gives the name of 
James Sheldon, with his residence as Tennessee, 
and to-night he arrested him on the charge of 
murder. The murder is alleged to have been 
committed at Stone Coal Creek, Lewis County, 
West Va, Dec 23, 1875, when John R. West, 
aged 50, and his son, aged 11, were brutally 
killed. Richara Dowell was convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged, but Oct. 9, 1876, he 
escaped and wae never aiter heard of. 

For several years Chief Hennessy has been 
quietly working on the case and following 
every clue. The man Sheldon has been visit- 
ing Grand Forks every Fall for several years, 
and the links of evidence were gradually tight- 
ening around him, The arrest was made shertly 
after G o’clock to-night. Sheldon, or Dowell, 
was visibly affected, and falteringly denied, 
that he ever committed murder, The fellow 
gives every evidence of guilt. An officer is ex- 

ected here to-morrow from West Virginia to 
dentify the prisoner. Telegraphic informa- 
tion from the Prosecuting Attorney of West 
Virginia states that a reward of $1,500 Is still 
offered for the arrest of the criminal. 





THE WHISKEY TRUST IN DANGER. 
CINCINNATI, March 31.—Resident members 
and Trustees of the Whisky Trust held an im- 
portant, theugh secret, meeting at the Grand 
Hetel here to-day to perfect plans for the 
coming election of offieers at Peoria. A thou- 
sand certificates, the largest sale in the history 


of the trust, were sold yesterday for 344 to 
Frank Perin. It is not known whether he is 
with the “ins” or “ outs’? in the coming con- 
test, and the meeting to-day was to arrange to 
meet the contingency. The outsiders are de- 
termined to secure the control of the trust, and 
itis whispered to-nignt that if they do there 
will be some lively disclesures. The reeent re- 
duction of 25 per cent. in monthly dividends 
has caused a feeling of inseeurity. W. R 
Hobart, ene of the Trustees, said to-night he 
thought the outsiders could win if they woule 
eoncentrate on one man. Mr. Hobart denied 
that he was preparing to leave tho trust, but | 
there is strong outside evidence that he desires 
to return to independent distilling. His 1s the 
largest distillery here, and if it drops out every 
Kentucky distillery will ran wild. The best in- 
fermation here to-night is that “.ormy times 
are ahead for the trust. . 


MARRIED A ORAZY WOMAN. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y¥., March 31.—A short 
time ago Geerge McCool married Sarah McCau- 
ley. The marriage occurred in New-Jersey, and 
now Judge Barnard has issued an order that 
George W. Corwin and George McCool show 
cause before the court on April 6 why an in- 
janction should not be issued restraining Cor- 
win and McCoo) from molesting in any manner 
or enticing Sarah away, she being an adjudged 
luuatio. ha petitioner fer the order says that 
he believes McCool abdueted or induced Sarah 
toe leave this State and to marry him, uad that 
petitioner believes Sarah should be sent to 
some public institution as soon as her condition 
will allow, and that owing to George Corwin 
visiting her it 1s almost impossible for peti- 
tioner to keep her in a respectable family. 

Sarah MeCauley has been before the courts 
several times. A relative left her uearly 
$3,000, and several young men have been 
anxious to marry her, George MoCool dis- 
taneing the others. There is no doubt that she 
is insane, and it is pessible that McCeol will be 
severely punished for contempt of courts in 
marrying her.

THE. PRESIDENTS GIFTS 
tA NEW-YORK OCONGRESSMAN’S 
NEW SCHEME. 

HOW MR. FLOOD SECURED AN APPOINT- 


MENT AND MADE A PRECEDENT—THE 


PLACE OF THE FUBLIC PRINTER, 

WASHINGTON, March 31,—8State Senator J. 
Bleat Fassett has, if is understood here, gone 
home very mad, because President Harrison 
appointed Henry Flood to be Postm aster at 
Elmira. Editer Adams of Mr. Fassett’s paper 
was the Senator’s candidate, and, when he was 
here a week ago, everybody regarded him as a 
eure winner in the race. Mr. Hiscoek was sup- 
posed to be for Adams, and so was Platt, 
and they were assumed to be sufficient- 
ly influential to win. But Representative 
Fleod, in whose district the Post Office 
is situated, thought that he ought to be allowed 
to say something about the distribution of pat- 
Tonage in his own district, So he came here, 
had a consultation with Mr. Hisoeck and Mr. 
Fassett, and demanded that the office be given 
to his brother. Mr. Fassett insisted that the 
National Committee ought to have something to 
gay about such things, and that he, as an officer 
of that committee, should have as much respect 
as a member of Congress. There was a disposl- 
tion to favor Mr. Fassett on this ground, but 
Representative Flood was equal to the emer- 
gzeucy. He was imperative, and he intimated 
that, if he ceuld not have the Elmira Post Office, 
he would resign his place in Congress and let 
the Republicans elect some one else in his piace. 

As the Republicans have only three majority 
in Congress, and as it is oo that a Demo- 
erat would win in the district just now, Air. 
¥icod suddenly loomed up as a balance of pow- 
er. To contend for Fassett after that would be 
Taadness, 80 Fleoa had his ,way, and Brother 
Flood got the Post Oftice. The precedent may 
prove a mischievous one. Every Representa- 
tive who hears of it, and who is very much in 
earnest about getting his candidates into oftiee, 
may resort to the same experimont, and the odd 
situation may be{presented jbefore the Summer is 
over of half the Republican members belug “on 
strike’’ to compel the appointment of the candi- 
dates they prefer. 

Some of the candidates for the office of Public 
Printer have about concluded that President 
Harrison will not select Mr. Benedict's suc- 


cessor until after the Senate has adjourned. 
They argue that the President will not care to 
send in a nomination on account of the attitude 
of certain Kepublican Senators who voted 
against the contirmation of Mr. Murat Halstead 
tor Minister to Germany. Sonator Quay, for 
instance, 18 very anxious to see Mr, Angust 
Donath of Pennsylvania made Public 
Priater. Mr. uay did not support 
Mr. Halstead, and if the President should name 
semebody other thau Bir. Donath, the Senator 
might not vote for his confirmation. Senator 
Culiom aud his coileague, Mr. Farwell, have 
told the President that he ought to nominate 
Oapt. W. M. Meredith of Iliinois for Public 
Printer. Senator Cullom talked and vyotod 
against Mr. Halstead’s confirmation, and if 
Capt. Meredith should not be named for Public 
Printer the Senator’s vote might not be cass for 
the cunfirmation of Gen. Harrison’s selection. 
Other Senators whe are interested in other 
candidates for Public Printer might prove 
{utractable if the nominee did not: sult 
them, for the Halstead case is supposed to have 
opened a wide door to Senatorial disagreements 
with the Executive. 

Butitis argued that the long Summer recess 
will do much to smooth the sharp edges of the 
ugly feeling now exhibited by some of the Sena- 
ters,so that a Public Printer chosen and in- 
stalled in office during the Summer would stand 
a better chance of confirmation next Winter, 
wher the animosities stirred up this Spring will 
have largely died out. The Government Print- 
ing Office is a very large institution, and there 
are no civil service rules te stand in the way of 
its use for the paymentof the minor political 
debts of Senators and Representatives. The 
Senator or Congressman who has “his man” at 
its head has what ward workers call’ a anap,” 
which makes him envied by all his fellow-legis- 
lators,

Some of the Indiana Republieans here are 
saying that if Assistant Secretary Thompsen is 
not renpominated by President Harrison to be 


Civil Service Commissioner he will owe ‘his 
fallure'to receive thé place, not to the efforts of 


Civil Service Commissioner Edgerton himself. 
Mr. Edgerton is said to be a personai friend of 
the President and to have a good deal of influ- 
ence with him. While he is not supposed to be 
pressing his own reappointment, it is 
understood ‘that he is making it a per- 
sonal test of the President's regard for 
himeelf, to insist that Mr. Thompson shali not 
be named. If this is a true story, and the Presi- 
dent is to support Mr. Edgerton as against Mr. 
Thompson, it will probably disappoint a great 
many persons who bave eonstrued the Presi- 
dent's inaugural speech as being friendly to the 
merit system. But Mr. Edgerton is not triendly 
to the system amy mere than is Mr. Randall or 
Mr. Cummings or Mr. Sowden, who, by the 
way, is named as another Domoocratic candi- 
date for the place, 


There are are already three candidates men- 
tioned among the Colonels of the Adjutant- 
General’s department for promotion to the 
head of the corps on the retirementof Adjt.- 
Gen. Drum, whieh will ocour May 28. Theyare 
Cols. John C. Kelton, William D. Whipple, and 
Chauncey McKeever. Next to the General 
commanding the army, the Adjutant-Generat is 
the most important man in the army, and‘as 
his duties bring him into close official relations 
with the Secretary of War he is often able, 
if so disposed, by his influence with the 
head of the department to thwart the 
plans of the commander of the army. Asa 
consequence it is very important that the Adju- 
tant-General should be a man who is not likely 
to be influenced by personal prejudices or dis- 
likes. Any one of the Colonels mentioned above 
is regarded as well qualified by long experience 
in the corps to succeed Gen. Drum, but it is 
generally believed among army officers that 
Col. Kelton will be selected. Hsis the ranking 
Colonel of the corps, and during his long serv- 
ice under Gen. Drum he haa frequently served 
as Acting Adjutant-General. 

The promotions in the corps will leave a 
vacant Majorship, for which there promises to 
be a lively contest. Promotions to fili waean- 
cies in the staff are usually frem the line, but 
as the Adjutant-General’s department outranks 
the other staff corps, there are several Captains 
in other corps who would like to secure the 
vacant Majorship. Among them are Capts. 
8. T. Blunt, D. M. Taylor, and Frank Baker of 
the Ordnance Department, and Kric Bergland 
of the Engineer Corps. In addition sto these 
there will be a number of Captains of the line 
and as there is only one instance on record of a 
promotion from one staff cerps to another, the 
place is very likely to go to the lina. 


Chairman J. N. Huston of the Indiana State 
Central Committee, has gone home. It is re- 
garded as certain by his friends that he will be 


nominated to-morrow for United States Treas- 
urer. If their expectations are well founded, lt 
is understood that Mr. Huston will spena 
two or three weeks in arranging his 
private business affairs before assuming 
the duties of the Treasury. It is understood 
among his Indiana friénda that he will hang on 
to his — business, and willspend a good 
deal of time at his home. He preferred to be 
Treasurer rather than Assistant Secretary, be- 
cause the office of Treasurer is one that can be 
leftin eharge of a subordinate without inter- 
rupting public business seriously.

TO-DAY'S OHIO ELECTIONS 


GRAVE INTERESTS INVOLVED 
IN THE OONTESTS. 
MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS WHICH PROMISE 
TO HAVE AN IMPORTANT INFLUENCE 

ON THE STATE CAMPAIGN. 

CINCINNATI, March 31.—To-morrow will be an 
important day in the politieal- history of Cin- 
cinnati, and in the State also for that matter, 
for the eomplexion of the next General Assem- 
bly and the election of Senator Payne’s suc- 
cessor, it is thought, will be determined dy the 
Yesult of to-morrow’s contest here. 

There is a deal of trouble in the losal.camps. 
The causes have existed for at least two years, 
and the result was inevitable. The Republic- 
ans are in the worst fix, and the chanees are 
much against them. The existence of the or- 
ganization known as the Loyal Repupliean 
League is responsible, directly, for the present 
chaos in the fold; or, rather the exposure of its 
existence is responsible, for 16 has been an or- 
ganization for several years, and it counts 
among its members gentlemen, the mention of 


. whose names would occasion a flurry of con- 


siderable preportions. The organization is un- 
Republican, and was bound to result In injury 
to the party, but it would have been better for 
party organs to have waited till after the elec- 
tion to attack it. 

However, it was “jumped upon,” and pencils 
of unworted sharpness showed to the public 
the hideousness of the “gang,” resulting in a 
direct conflict in convention aad the presenta- 
tion by the Committee of Five Hundred of an 
independent ticket, with Daniel Stone for 
Mayor. 

The question has really become one of morals, 
and the closing of the saioons is the hinge upon 
which to-morrow’s resuit will turn. The pres- 
ent Mayor, Amor Smith, Jr., has made prac- 
tically no effort to enforce the law, and, after a 
couple of Sundays of quiet, the saloons re- 
sumed their all-week custom, and the front 
doors have been as epen on Sunday as on Sat- 
urday. This fact was the first thing that in- 
duced the organization of the ‘Committee of 
Five Hundred, and sow that an organ- 
ization calculated te keep in power 
men who would follow in Smith’s tracks has 
been disclosed this committees has nominated 
@ strong ticket, which, while it cannot be 
elected, will poll at least 8,000 votes, most of 
which will be Repubhcan, and thus will the 
Democratic ticket be elected almost as a whole. 
Gen. Noyes, the Republican candidate for Su- 
perior Judge, may weather the storm, but it is 
doubtful if any other Republican candidate 
escapes shipwreck. 

Such a result will give the Democrats eontrol 
of the municipal machinery, and if with it they 
do notelect the Democratic legislative ticket 
next Fall the surprise, even to sanguine Repub- 
licans, will be great. A Democratic delegation 
from Hamilton County in the State Legislature 
would aimost without a doubt make that body 
Democratic, and Senator Payne, with proper 
inducements, might realize nis hope to suceeed 
himself in the United States Senate. 

Arising from the differences in the Repub- 
lican ranks, there are reports affecting the State 
IMachinery. The i'tmes-siar, the organ of the 
“Mugwumps” here, says that Gov. Foraker, 
who has always been very thick with George 
Cox, one ef the big ’unsin the Loyal Republican 
League, has determined to again be a candidate 
for Governor, and that as soon as opportunity 
offers, which means after the election, he 
will chep off the head of every Sherman 
man employed in apy capacity under 
the all-powerful Board of Public Affairs, 
This may and it may not de simply a campaign 
rumor. A gentleman close to the Governor in- 
formed THE TIMES’s correspondent that, so far 
as Feraker’s candidacy is concerned, there is 
not a word of truth in it. “The Governor,” 
said he, ‘‘is not and will not de a candidate for 
re-election.” The same gentleman only laughed 
at the other rumor, saying it wasn’t worth de- 
nying or contradicting, because the lie is given 
it by the fact that Foraker will not again be 
Governor, and the beheading of the gentlemen 
in Spree: would therefore do him no possible 
g00: 

It may seem a diffieult matter to foretell who 
will likely be the successful contestant in the 
Gubernatorial raee—thas is, in the race for the 
Republican nomination—because Bushnell has 
twice declined to run, while Gen. Gibson, E, L. 
Lampson, Lieut.-Gov. Lyon, and others are an- 
nounced. But the same gentleman above re- 
ferred to, a gentleman who has had years ef 
experience in State politics, is of the opinion 
that, despite Bushonell’s declination, he will be’ 
nears on the firs# ballot, if not by acclama- 

on. 

But, to return to Cincinnati politica, though 
every circumstance and combination ef oircum- 
stances seem to indicate the defeat of the Re- 
publican tieket this Spring, Mosby's supporters 
are quite confident, and itis a possibility that 
he may, With the assistance of the liberal class, 
pull through. However, nobody will have an 
overwhelming majority, and to-morrow’s cen- 
test is not likely to be definitely settled until 
the polls close at 4 o’clock. 


CoLumMBus, Ohio, March 31.—The keenest in- 
terest is manifested by both political parties in 


the election to-morrow, as thé result will have 
ne little inflaence en, if it does net clearly fore- 
shadew, the result in November next. In Co- 
lumbus the result will not be regarded as a vic- 
tory foreither party. The choice will simply 
be in the candidates, party lines haying been 
completely obliterated. The Democratic can- 
didate for Mayor is the vresent incumbent, 
Philip N. Bruck, who was elected two years ago 
because of a spiit in the Republican ranks, 

The Republicans have nominated Gen. 
Charles C. Waleutt, who formerly served two 
terms. The oppesition to Gen. Waleutt origi- 
nates in the Law and Order League, and his op- 
 Pegago in his own party would surely defeat 

im, beeause under a fermer administration 
the police force and Fire Department were de- 
moralized, and no effort was made to close sa- 
loons ou Sunday. T'we years ago when Mr. 
Bruck was elected his friends gave out that 
order would be restored, but instead, the de- 
moralization that formerly existed has only 
been aggravated. In to-morrow’s election Gen. 
Waloutté will receive a very heavy Democratio 
vote, while on the other hand Bruck will be sup- 
—— by many Republicans. The entire polige 
orce 18 Working in behalf of the present ad- 
ministration, but Waloutt’s friends are very 
confident to-night that he will carry the city by 
500 majoritv. while the balance of the Repub- 
lican city tieket. including a majority of Coun-.

MR. PAYNE’S AMBITION. 


SEEKING RE-ELECTION TO THE SENATE 


AS A VINDICATION, 

CoLumBus, Ohio, March 31.—It is manifest 
that the leaders of the Ohio Democraey are not 
pleased with the announcement that Mr, Payne 
will seek a vindication by again becoming a 
eandidate for the Senate. While candidates for 
Gubernatorial honors are inolined to deny that 
Mr. Payne has intimated his purpose to seek re- 
election, the fact remains that the impression 
has gone out that he will, and this suspicion 
promises to add embarrassments te the Democ- 
racy. The charge has been openly made by 
some of the most eminent Democrats in the 
State that Mr. Payne holds his present seat be- 
eause it was bought and paid for by his per- 
sonal friends, if not by his immediate family. 
This belief ig general throughout Ohio, and 
for Mr. Payne to seek a vindication by re-elec- 
tion is construed to mean,that none dut his 
friends can be nominated as legislative candi- 
dates in the Democratic districts. County Con- 
ventions can be éasily controlled, and, so far as 
they may be concerned, Mr. Payne can dictate 
nominations. But his coming to the front at 
this time is most annoying to candidates for the 
State offices, as the avowed candidacy of the 
Cleveland statesman has a most demoralizing 
effect upon the party in the State. 

It can be stated upon the best antherity {that 
during the past week a number of leading Dem- 
ocrats held & seoret meeting here, and discussed 
Mr. Payne's candidacy. It was eonceded by all 
that the pushing to the frent ef the Senatorial 
question was most unfortunate. Just what 
caused Mr. Payne to anneunce his candidacy so 
early Was & most perplexing question, and upon 
this point there were expressed various opin- 
ions, the most probable being that Mr. Payne 
preposes to force Gubernatorial candidates to 
show their hands in advance. It was agreed 
that theonly safe policy to be pursued would 
be to throw discredit upon the report, and an- 
nounce that the Senatorial question should sleep 
until after victory had been won, 

Referring to other probable aspirants for 
Senatorial honors, a well-known Democrat said 
to-night that Mr, Calvin 8.

damages. Last Thursday the Circuit Court gave 
him 1 cent and costs. Alithe blacks then rushed 
for the sehools and a rough and tumble time 
ensued which ended yesterday in the Seheol 
Board olesing the sebools until next September, 
though three months of the present term re- 
mains. Many whites and nota few blacks are 
indignant that their children must be deprived 
of three months’ schooling, and the feeling runs 
high.

SUCCESS OF THE VERESTCHAGIN 


HIBITION IN THAT CITY. 

Cnicaao, Mareh 31.—This afternoon at 5 
o’clock the exhibition of the Vassili Verestcha- 
gin collection at the Art Institute closed. The 
works of the great artist have been in this:city 
twe months, and had it been possible te extend 
their stay for three times that period. they 
would not have worn outtheir welcome. The 
average attendance has been continually on 
the inerease, both on the week days, when an 
admission fees was charged, and on the free 
Sunday afternoons. In round numbers 100,000 


persons have passed through the turnstiles of 


the Art Institute during that period, an attend- 
anece much beyond the estimate made in ad-. 
vanee by even the most sanguine Directors of 
the Institute.

been falsified by the event, and the treasury of’ 
the institute will receive a large amount from - 


the net profits of the exhibition, which foots up 
nearly $14,000. In addition, fully 700 yearly 
memberships have been subscribed for during 
the same period, and the $7,000 more to be ool- 
lected annually in this manner places the 1n- 
stitution—for the first time since its establish- 
ment—on a self-supporting basis. The exhi- 
bition of the great Kussian’s works has thus 
proved an entire success, both from an artistic 
and monetary point of view, and marks a dis- 
tinct epoeh in the evolution of art education 
and appreeiation in this city. 





TO IMPROVE CONNEOTIOUT WATERS. 
NEw-HAVEN, March 31.—There is mo doubt; 
that the failure of the natienal River*and Har- 


bor bill will greatiy retard. the improvement of 
the rivers and harbors of Connectieut. There 
will be, however, some money availabie-for in- 
dispensable work owing to the lateness.of last 
year’s appropriatiens. One of the most impor- 
tant improvements is the maintenance of chan- 


nels at the mouth of Conneoticnt River, which 
involves an expenditure of $10,000. This work 
can be proceeded with, but labor’on the Say- 
brook jetties, to cost $60,000, will have to be 
stopped for a time. 

There is also an available balance to continue 
the dredging ef a channel 200 feet wide and 14 
feet deep in the Thames River. Three hundred 
and fifty-four thousand three hundred dollars 
has so far been appropriated for this work. 

Bridgeport Harbor will be cramped for funda, 
but the money at hand will be used as far as 
possible to remove shoals and to widen the 
ehannel eastward to the harber line an addi- 
tional width of 200 feet. The Government has, 
spent $242,485 there. 

A small sum is available at Black Rock Har- 
bor, with which it is proposed to dredge the 
ehannel where shoaling has oceurred to its 
projected width of 80 feet and deptn of 6 feet. 

There is a pretty good sum on band to dredge 
out the proposed §-fvot channel at Norwalk 
Harbor, although not enough to complete all 
contemplated improvements, 
which will require about $32,000. 

In Stamford Harbor $5,000 will be used this 
season tu digging a channel 80 feet wide and-5 
feet aeep.

DEMOCRATIC HIGH AND LOW 
TARIFF MANAGEMENT. 
RANDALL’S RULE A HISTORY OF LOSSE( 

—THE GAINS WITH CARLISLE ANT 


REVENUE REFORM. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Some of the rev 
enue reform Democrats in Washington—men 
who believe that/their party has wisely adhored 
to principle in maintaining the reform, aud 
who believe also that the past gives them rea- 
son to hope for success in the future by stand- 
ing to their eolors rather than by deserting 
them—have observed with a good deal of an- 
noyance 8 disposition by a few so-called Demo- 
cratic journals to promote party disintegration 
by advocacy of a Democratic policy indistin- 
guishable from that of the Republicans. A 
prominent and influential reform Democrat, 
whose acquaintance with the history of his 
party 1s long and close, has just directed atten- 
tion to some of the misrepresentations made by 
the protection Democrats, and he supports his 
arguments by facta and figures that ought to be 
conclusive against the pretensions set up fora 
rejection of the Democragey of Carlisie and the 
subdstitution of the Democracy of Randali. 

The New-York Sun and its satellites, it is 
argued by this Democras, are busily engaged in 
the endeavor to belittie the men who have for 
several years been foremost in the Democratic 
Party, who have shaped its policies and fought 
its battles. Ever since the organization of tie 
Forty-eighth Congress the friends of revenue 
reform, who controlled that erganization, have 
had within their own party @ strong, persistent, 
aggressive, and not at all times over serupulcus 
opposition—an opposition formidable at first, 
bus rapidly and steadily decreasing in numbers 
and in the power to prosecute the peculiar sort 
of wartare that has characterized its tactics, 
until in the Congress just clesed it was able to 
marshal fewer than half a dozen members to 
obstruct with their votes the execution of 
policy to which the Democratic Party has in- 
variably pledged iteelf when it has had occasion 
be announce its purpose in regard to tariff taxa- 
tion. 

Failing in their efforts to defeat the Mills bill, 
but. remembering the suecess with which they 
joined the Kepublican forces upon twe former 
ovcasions to oppose the passage of tariff-reduc- 
tion bills reperved to the House by Democratic 
Committees on Ways and Means, they were 
somewhat ¢gast down, but not entirely discour- 
aged. The defeat of the Democratic Party last 
November was inthe nature of a godsend io 
them, and they hailed it with delight, as aiford- 
ing them the color of an excuse for making an 
attack all along the line upon the party leaders. 
So, ever since the election, and especially dur- 
ing the last few weeks, the newspapers in the 
Democratic Party that support the protective 
system have devoted Much space to attempts 
to discredit the political management of those 
whom they aud their. proteetive friends in the 
House of Representatives are no longer able to 
betray. It is the avowed purpose of these high- 
tariff advocates to retire the leaders of tariti re- 
form and install Mr. Randall im the leadership 
of the Democratic Party. 

When they had about one-fifth of the Demo- 
cratic membership of the House, they were 
sufficiently respectable or powerful by reason 
of numbers alone. to demand some considera- 
tion and some voice in the councils of the 
party. Now that their representation has been 
reduced to an insignificant proportion of the 
whole, medesty would be in them a must becou- 
ing virtue. Their pretension to control the 
Demoeratic Party aud dictate its policy is a 
pleco of brazen political etirontery that is aotb- 

ng short of ridiculous. Five men cannot lead 
164 to desert a cause which they favor and to 
go to the support of a cause to which they are 
opposed through conviction of the soundness 
of their party's declarations for a century. 

The grounds of the pretension are as flimsy as 
the pretension is arrogant. Yob the pi tension 
is heralded with a great flourish of t umpets. 
The sur on March 18 in a double-lerted edito- 
Yial stated the whole compisint aga: st the re- 
cent Mavagers— and as this is the great ‘wminary 
from which all the other protection De averatic 
satellites draw their light, it may be taken for 
granted that they are ail willing to depend upon 
that indictment ‘Lhe allegations are that 
“when Mr. Oarlisle was elected Speaker we had 
a majority of 73 in the popuiar branch of Con- 
gress; that at the next election that majority 
was reduced to 40; that at tae election follow- 
ing thatit was reduced to 15, and that at the 
last election it not only disappeared altogether, 
but the Republicans secured a working pro- 
ponderance im the House and elected Mr. Har- 
rison President.” Is might properiy have added, 
“by and with the advice and consent of the 
New-York sun.” It 1s said further that the low- 
tariff men formulated the issues and /‘ramed the 
last national piatform. Then Repubiican sue- 
cess is atsributed to this dominating iniluiencs, 
and it is claimed that had Mr. Randal! oceupied 
the position held by Mr. Oarlisie, aud had his in- 
fluence, instead of that of the low-tarlif Demo- 
crats, shaped affairs, tho party would have 
been successful. 

The exact truth im regard to the majorities 
\that have been in the House of Representaiives 
in the last three Congresses is that in the Foriy- 
eighth the majority waa 71,in the Forty-ninth 
it was 45, and in the Fiftieth it Was 17, while 
the Republican “working preponderance” in 
the next House consists of 3 Representatives in 
& membership of 325. 

All the reasons of political failure or success 
are seldom known, but it is known that the 
Democratise Party has succeeded in holding the 
House for six years with the low-tarilil men in 
charge, whereds it hela it but five years after 
fMr. Randall succeeded to the Speakership, upon 
the death of Mr. Kerr, and but four years alter 
he became Speaker at the beginning cf the 
Forty-tifth Congress, tne first in which he ap- 
pointed the cemmittees and influenced the 
policy of legisiation. And it 1s Known, too, that 
the Fiftieth was secured by virtue of an election 
held less than two years after the inauguration 
of a Demoeratic President, when the party bad 
to meet the disappointments not only of those 
whojsought and failed to get office, but of the 
disgruntled frem any cause—a thing of rare ac- 
eompilishment in the bistory of this counzry. 

It is pertinent, tov, to inquire into the nature 
of the losses sustained in the last two Con- 
gresses. The votes on the tariif bills form the 
best criterion from which to say whether the 
high or the low tariff forces sustained the 
greater proportionate losees. In the Forty- 
eighth Congress Mr. Morrison was Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee, and that com- 
mittee reported his bil! to reduce the tariif. 
The high-tariff Democrats entered into an aili- 
ance with the Republicans, and agreed that ons 
of their number, Mr. Converse ot Ohio, should 
move to strike out the onacting clause from the 
bill. Mr. Converse made his motion and it was 
sustained by a majority of 4, 41 Democrats 
voting with the Republicans under — agree- 
ment. In the Forty-ninth Congress Mr. Morri- 
son was egain Chairman of the Ways and 
Means, and that committee reported another 
tariff reduction bill, which was defeated by 17 
votes, but only 35 Democrats voted against it, 
while in the Fiftieth Congress Mr. Mills was 
Chairman of the committee and the House 

assed his bill by a majority of 13, only 4 

emocrats veting against it—Mr. Randall being 
too ill to aftena and Mr. Foran of Onio not vot- 


g. 

These votes indicate very clearly which was 
the increasing and which the decreasing senti- 
ment in the country and in the party. Mr. Ran- 
dail was always at the head of the allied high- 
tariff Democrats and the Republicans. 

ut to what is the * working prependerance” 
of the parypucene in the Fifty-first Congress 
attributable? It was due to a negiect that was 
80 gross as to be almost criminal. The Demo- 
cratic Congressional Campaign Committes, 
heretofore an efficient agent in Congressional 
eleetions, was disbanded early in the campaign, 
befere it had performed the slightest service, 
and the management of the Congressional cam- 
paign was referred to the local managers in the 
several districts, without a general auxiliary in 
any quarter to assist in any Manner whatever, 
while all the efforts of the party were concen- 
trated en the Presidential election. The result 
of this is partly seen In the fact tnat Mr. Cleve- 
land carried enough Congressionai districts to 
give the Democratic Party a very considerablo 
majority in the next House. With anything 
like proper attention nearly all of these dis- 
tricts and some others could have been secured 
to the Democracy. 

But it can hardly be contended that the result 
in each district is referrable to the pelitical 
management ef Messrs. Carlisle, Mills, and the 
other friends of tariff reform in the House. 
There are mary local and personal causes. The 
people forget the shertcomings of ajparty long out 
of power and remember only the events of more 
recent occurrence. New men and new measures 
are brought forward and new interests are af- 
feoted, and after six years of power In a Houses 
to which there is an election every two years, 
and in whieh there is a strong and Vigilant imi- 
nority, supported py a faction of the majority 
party, itis pota little remarkable, in the ligat 
of tbe histery of the sueceession of parties in 
this country, that the Democratic Party should 
be able to mage a shewing so favorable as it 
will be able to make in the House in the Fifty- 
first Congress, and that it should be supported 
by sueh an enormous majority of the Congres- 
sional popular vote. 

If protection Democrats are going to compare 
the party’s management in recent with thas of 
previous years tothe disparagoment of the re- 
gent Managers, the historical research should be 
extended to take in the services of those in- 
tended to be benetitea by the comparison and 
the events that followed. In the Forty-fourth 
Congress, for the first time after the war, the 
Democrats controlied the House and had a 
majerity of 73. Michael C. Kerr of Indiana, a 
revenue reformer, was elected Speaker. He 
was in poor health and was anabie to 

the first session of hia. 





3 throughout term, 
‘and Mr. Cox of New-York and afterward Mz. 
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Sayler of Ohio were elected Speakers pro tem. 
Mr. Sayler presided from the time of his elec- 
tion until the clese of the first session, and 
when Congress reassembled Mr. Randall was 
elected Speaker, Mr. Kerr having died 
during the recess. The next House held 
a Democratic majority of 19, and 
Mr. Randail was re-elected Speaker, The parties 
stood: Democrats, 156; Republicans, 137. In 
the Forty-sixth Congress, in whieh Mr. Randali 
was again made Speaker, the same majority 
was retained, but the parties stood: Democrats, 
149; Republicans, 130, and the Greenback 
Party nad 14, that béltig the elesttot in which 
the Greenback Fert eens threugh the Repub- 
lican States of the West, the noerats fusing 
withit and coursing. districts that. otherwise 
would have gone epudlican. But for tbe 
Gréeetiback movémeft the Reptblitans would 
have either tarried the House or left the Demc- 
crats about such a “ working preponderance” as 
the Republicans will Have in the Fifty-first 
Congréss, ARS ta 8 

Mr. Randall had presidea tnrongh the Forty- 
fifth and Ferty-sixth Cougresees and. the snort 
session of the Forty-feurth; theu the Forty-sey- 
enth camé in, and it tad a Republitan “ work- 
ing preponderance” of 22; not. only completely 
reversing the majority, but adding them to the 
Republican side. 

Thus the low-tariff manggemént, starting six 
years ago with a majority of 71 in a member- 
ship of 325, is followed by 4 Republican House 
containing a majority of 3, while six years 
prier to the close of the second fulleterm of Mr, 
Kandall’s management there was a Democratic 
majority of 73in a ttiemBership of only 293, and 
the House that followed Nis five years of service 
had an adverse majority of 22. 

This is the comparison so far, as the Congres- 
sional wdéjorities were affeéted by the tanage- 
meontin the two periods’. But the Sw is very 
much prevoked by the defeat of Mr. Cleveland, 
and charges that defeat to the eonauctof the 
low-tariif matiagers. How do thé Presidential 
elections in the two periods’ compare? The 
Democrats in the Forty-fourth Congress, under 
the leadership of Speaker Kerr. and Chairman 
Motrison, bfoughtin a general tariff reduction 
bill, which was pending when the Presidential 
election of 1876 came on. In accordance, with 
the policy indicated by that bill, the. national 
platform of that campaign, approved by Mr. 
Tilden béfore its adoption, pronounced for “a 
tariff only for revenue.” The tariff was made 
very prominent in the campaign, and Mr. Til- 
den for President receivéd a popular majority 
of 250,935. Mr. Randall was made Speaker 
of the House—the Forty-fitth—that was elect- 
ead at that election, and he made Fernan- 
ado Wood of New-York, a revenue reformer, 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Cémthittes. 
This committees reported a general tariff revision 
and reduction Dill, to which the Speaker was 
opposed, and it was defeated. This agitation of 
the tariff question, however, did not defeat the 
party, for the next Congress had the same 
Democratic majority, and Mr. Randall sgain 
begsme Speaker, and again Mr. Wood Chairman 
of the Ways and Means. But the Spoaker packed 
the committees against its Chairman to prevent 
tariff legislation, and no general tari’ bill wis 
reported to thé House, although séveral special 
bills dealing with different featurés of the tariif 
law were broughtin and disctissed: Ths next 
Congress had a Republican majority. of 22, 
and in response to the demand for tariff reform 
it made a pretense of reduction, passing the act 
of March 3, 1883, thé preseut law. 

During this last term of Mr. Randa the 
Presidential election of 1880 was held; the na- 
tioual platform, varying the pirase of the pre- 
ceding one, declared fot “atsariff for revenue 
only,’ and Gen. Hancock was wominated for 
President. He must have felt the force of the 
high-tariff management, for he tried Mr. Ran- 
dall’s method; be thought the tariff of no con- 
sequence; thatit ought not to be agitated; that 
it was not a proper issue in anationsl campaign, 
and was a ‘‘ioc¢al affair,’ anyhow. so he 
stampeded at the firstgun fire. Until he under- 
took thus to repudtate the platform the pros- 
peet of his election was the brightest for sue- 
cess tliat the party had seen for almost a 
quartér of a century, but at ouce.upon the be- 
ginning of his retreat on the tariff the outlook 
vhanged, and from that time on the fortune of 
the campaign was againstthe Democratic Party. 
Hancock was defeated by a popular majority of 
7,018, and received. only 155 Electoral votes, 
against 214 for Garfield. 

Two years later the Forty-eighth Congress 
was elected, Mr. Carlisle becamié 8peaker, and 
Mr. Morrison was again put at the hnéad of the 
Ways and Means Committee. His tariff pill 
was reported. Then followed the nomination 
of Mr. Cleveland in 1884. 

rhe platform déclared in favor of tariff reduc- 
tion and reiorm. It was reported by Heury 
Watterson aud adopted against the protest of 
Benjamin F. Butler, who was a delegate to the 
Démoeratic Convention, but who bolted on the 
low-tariff declarations, and who, as a Presi- 
deutial candidate, received the support of the 
sun, that paper resting its opposition to Mr. 
Cleveland upon the “free-trade platform,” as.if 
called the one adopted at Chicago... Aud’ for a 
lopg time the supportof Mr. Randall was un- 
certain, it not being known what course he 
would pursue until after he had had ap inter- 
view with Butler, who then announced to the 
press that Mr. Randatl bad concluded to sup- 
port the Democratic nominee. Upon this plat- 
form, and after aa agitation of the tariff ques- 
tion by the partly, extendivg through a number 
of years, Mr. Cleveland was elected President, 
Trecelving a popular majority of 62,637, aud 219 
Kleetoral votes, against 182 for Blaine. 

When Mr. Cleveland was again nominated 
last June he was placed on a platform that re- 
aflirmed the declarations ef 1884, which ate 
now salito have owed their existence to the 
high-tariff inficenece. If the platform of 1884 
Wasa good enough proisction piatform when 
adopted, why was it not equally so four years 
jater? But, upon the platform of 1888, and 
upon the recora of his Administration and of 
the party in Congress, though defeated in the 
Hlectoral Colleze, he and the late managers of 
the party were supported by a popular majority 
of nearly 100,080 votes. ‘The adverse result in 
the L!ectoral College was brotgat about by cor- 
ruption, sectional hate, slander, ‘ blocks of 
tive,” bribery, forgery, and theft.

He Has made a stiidy of tné habits 
ot Adirondack trout, aid knows that the fellow 
who waits for warm weather in lake fishing 
gets left About ovéry time. Especially is this 
true With regard to the small lakes and ponds 
in this immediate neighborhood. 

There is scarcely & body of water in the North 
Woods that does not contain speckled trout, 
though many of them are reported to be unin- 
habited by this species of fish. The reason 
sportsmen have not found out that trout were 
in them is because they have not fished for 
them at the right time and in the right place. 
1t seems & little odd, but it is a fact just the 
siithe, that lakes eut of which bik trout may be 
takén in large riurtbers in April, will yield 
nothing but chubs and dace to the most persist- 
ent fisherman a few weoks later. , 
The guide bodk usually tells in choice lan- 
guage how to datch trout while sitting if 4 
skiff which is propelled from placeé to place by 
oars in the hands of a stout.and loquacious 
woodsmau, Who cliarges trom $2 50 to $3 a day 
for his services. Soniehow On trips like this 
searely trout enough can be caught.te supply 
the camp, and strixes are so fewand far be- 
tween that the spértstian is inclined to believe 
that fishing is “ playing out” as fast as tt can, 
and upless something is doné thé lakes and 
streams will be barren in a very sort time. 
Furthermore, his faith in the guide book is 
shaken. Trout ashing fn these parts is not done 
according to the formula laid down in. the books, 
which treat tlie subject sacienhtifically.. Dille- 
tante methods are notin fashion, The fellew 
with $20 worth of fishing tackle would be 
laughed at by people hére wore he to start out 
for a day’s fishing in ono of the lakes at this 
time of the yeur, simply Weodusa stich arig 
would be superfiuous if not uséless., TO catch 
trout up here in April is just as simple as, it 18 
for thé fariner’s boy to catch them later ont of 
the brook in the méadow with a bent pin fora 
hook, All the fisherman neéds is a good supply 
of anglé worms and a hook and line strong 
enough to land the largest fish without playing 
him for the tenth part of a minute. When 
trout are in the mood for biting they must be 
huihéred; and a Waste of tiftie iti landing them 
1s @ loss of fish. 
When parties made up ih this section go intd 
the woods early inthe Spring théir oatiit m- 
cludes no faucy fixings. A supply ef food 
huoks, lines, bait, blankets to keep out the cold 
at night, also a light axe, are the principal things 
taken. If thé snoW happens to be too deep for 
traveling without them snowshoes are strapped 


‘on, and the party follows a live of bldzed trees 


to the lake, three, five, or tén miles, throtigh thé 
woods, as the case may be. When the lake is 
reached it may be found that ice from a fvot to 
eighteen inches thick coversit. ‘This is not dis- 
couraging to the fisherman by any means. He 
knows from former experiences that the trout 
in that particular lake will bite just as readily 
when the bait is dropped through a hole in 
the iee as they will where there is noice to be 
seen. He also knows from. the presence of 
stakes showing themselves here and theré on 
the ice field where to cut the holes and drop his 
hook. , Those stakes were put down, on the beds 
where trout were caughtin large numbers the 
year previous, ana are an unerring guide. 

When the camp is made and everytning is 
ready poles are cut and the fun begins. Light 
saplings, 10 or 12 feet in length, cut along the 
shores of the lake, are used in lieu of the elab- 
erate-jointed rod. The line used is. about the 
same length as the rod, and has alight sinker 
attached. The hook is baited, dropped gen- 
tly tlirough the hole in the ieé, and allowed 
to sink slowly toward the bottom. Perchan¢e 
before it has gons down half its length there 
will be a smart tug, and aresponsive jerk by the 
fisherman fastens a. two-pounder,. whose.red 
fins avd brightly-mottled sides a few seconds 
later are glistening in the. sunshine aa he. Jies 
on the suow outside of his element. Again the 
hoek goes down and up Gomes another beauty, 
a half-pounder, And so it goes until the. fish 
stop biting, which they do before the fisherman 
géts more than he cancarry. If the ice has 
melted from the lake a rart or, a dugout serves 
to take the sportsman ont a few rods from 
shore, where tho cratt is fastened to the. stake 
buoy and the 1tish are taken with the same rig 
that is. used in fishing through the ice. 

All of these small lakes are fed by springs at 
the bottom. The trout in them run trem two 
ounces to three pounds in weight... The larger 
specimens are {frequeutly taken, but in a 50- 
pound catch the average weight seldom ex- 
coeds eight ounces. While they bite well with 
the going out ot the ice, nv one hereabout has 
been able to make anything. of a catch with 
hook and liné a month later. Last year a Water- 
town tian teek 7U pounds of trout out of Long 
and Round Ponds in a single day. The ice had 
then disappeared, but all the fish were caught 
whilé a blinding snowstorm Was raging. There 
are nearly a dozen of these small lakes or ponds 
within a tew hours’ walk of this station, and all 
of them are a delight to the fishermen if visited 
at the right time. The man who fishes in their 
waters during the Summer months will be 
mesgrely rewarded; in tact he might as well 
spend his time trying to coax trout out of the 
waiters of New-York Bay. 

it is in the streams of Northern New-York, 
however, that the angler finds his greatest 
pleasure. Trout streams; abound here.in end- 
less variety, and though they. are not what they 
used to be, almost any of them, if visited at the 
right time, will richly. reward. him who casts 
the fiy, upon their waters. or endeavors to lure 
his victims from, their hiding places .with the 
seductive angis worm. There are small brooks 
Winding through long stretche ot beaver 
meadows, their waters. half hiddén by the wild 
grass and aiders, that fringe the banks, with a 
two-ounce trout lurking under every. sod and 
log, Then. there are roaring, rollicking rivers 
that can. scarcely. be forded, the. waters of 
which go tumbling aloug  through.., the 
wilderness. in a snecession. ef foam-flecked 
rapids and cascades... It..is in. these. larger 
streams that the lurgest and gamiest specimens 
ef the trout family are at home, and the expert 
tinds something worthy of his skill,.. The river 
trout are fighters, aud while there may. be 
something more exciting than to standon an 
isolated rosk, with water on every side long 
enough to tame atwo-pounder that something 
has not as yet been discovered by ninety- 
nine out of every. one hundted anglers 
who visit the Oswegatebie and Moose 
Rivers. Both. of these. streams are fam- 
ous fer.big trout, One branch of the first, 
named flows through Cranberry Lake, out of 
which speckled tront weighing over six pounds 
have been taken. on aéveral occasions. The 
north brauch of Meose River drains the famous 
Fulton chain of lakes, where both salmon and 
brook trout ure taken by the campers in large 
numbers, The stialler tributaries of both afford 
the best.of sport, though the trout in them aro 
not so large. . 

But go where he may in this paft of the 
Adirondacks, the angler will fairly earn his fish. 
A jong ride on a backboard followed by a tedi- 
ous iralap through the woods over a pooriy- 
marked trail takes much of the fun out of trout 
fishing in thesé parts. Every year, however, 
marks some innovation in the old way of get- 
ting intu tha woods. 

Whei the Carthage and Adirondack Railroad 
is completed, as its manaérs say it will be 
this year, 16 will peuetrate a remote portion of 
ths woods, crossing both branéhes of the Oswe- 
gatehie River and théir principal tributarios, 
This means an early destruction of thé best 
trouting grounds in St. Lawrence and Lewis 
Counties. Old guides and anglers here regret 
the clinnge that is ebout to come over their 
favorite haunts, but they cousole themselves 
with the thought that theré will bé at least one 
more year of good fishing. Uniess the weather 
changes for the werse within the next two 
weeks, they will be whipping the trout out ef 
the streams héereabout at @ lively rate.

ILL LUOK OF WAR SHIPS. 
~~ 


‘LONG LIST. OF VESSELS THAT HAVE 
SuUCeUMBED TO THE ELEMENTS. 

Disaster to aval vessels dufing times of 
peaed havitiz ios beén uncdmihon during tie 
past 20 years, it may be truly said indeed that 
such vessels have suffered far more from the 
‘Favages of the elements than from hostile 
’ A6MOnstrations proeseding from enemies 
war. 

It will probably tax the memory of the pres- 
ent generation to recall the fate of the Monitor, 
which was the precursor of iron-dlad construc- 
tion for vessels of war. After her memorable 
eneounter with the Merrimac in Hampton Roads 
the Monitor was allowed to rest on her laurels 
for several motitha tintil sortie other foe worthy 
of her prowess sbould give her challenge. Tnis 
encounter oceurred on March 9, 1862. To- 
ward tiie end of that year it was decided to 
move the irdn-clad into more Southern waters 
for the purpose of providing a moré effeotive 
méans of waffare against blockadé runners, 
méi-of-war, and torts alotig the cbast on the 
Gulf, With this view thé corvette Riiodé Islind 
was ordered to ‘fortress Monroe in the latter 
art of December, 1862, for the purpose of tow- 
ng the Monitor inte the Gulf. . RED Ae 

The sea was Smooth and everything went well 
until the night of Dec. 31, When & gale wae er- 
countered off Cape, Hatteras, and the heavy sea 
80 pounded the.engines and steering, apparatus 
of the iron-clad that sé sprue @ leak, All of 
the new pumps.weré broight fito play to ré- 
lieve her, pa the officera and crew stood by and 
did everything in their power toward a rescue, 
bit within a few hours it was séen that she 
niast inevitably founder before daybreak. Not 
until, we last moma, did Capt. Bankhead 
signal the boats of the Rhode Island to come to 
tlie rescué of himself and his crew, and when 
that occurred 13 of the crew wére so much 
stupetied by; fear that they, were unable to leave 
the sinking boat. Tne Captuin and. olficers and 
about 30 of the screw were cotiveyed safely to 
the Rhode. Island; which, in its tarn, had stis- 
tained severe injuty. by collision . with the 
Menitor during the efforts to take oft the crew. 
The construction of iron-turretéd ships as 
men-of-war became the subject-of wide eriti- 
cigs in consequence Of the Joss of the Captain, 
a British man-ef-war, off Finisterre, Franée; on 
Sept. 7,1870. The Captain was a vessel of 
4,270 tonnage, with a speed of 14 2-10 knots 
and @ tuily-piated armor, the important parts 
being covered with iren.8 inches thick... 8he car- 
ried four 25-ton guns, which hurled 600-pound 
shot, and also guns fore and aft of nearly equal 
Galibre.. Her ¢donstruction had been désigned 
by. Capt.. Cowper Coles of thé royal navy, 
who was. in command of her at the time 
she foundered... From. the day that she 
was launched...the principles upon which 
she bad been constructed had besén the éubject 
of.animated controversy in England. The Brit- 
ish,, Admiralty, however, had decided to give 
Capt. Coles.an opportunity to reduce to prac- 
tice his. views of. what a seagoing turrét cruiser 
should be. The only.conditions iniposed by the 
Admiralty. were that: the ship should be con- 
structed with provision against heavy shot, 
with due.care for the health of the crew and 
with evident means of moving the ship and 
mauipilating the guns with ease. 

Capt. Coles was desirous of commanding this 
ship in person, and at the time.of the disastér 
he was quite a8 enthusiastic. npon the péints 
upon which 1; had been .construeted as be had 
ever previously been. At this very time 4 con- 
treversy in regard. to the constraction of the 
ship. was. waging in very Spirited. fashion be- 
tween Laird Brothers, the buailaers, and Chief 
Constructor. Reed of the British Navy. Con- 
structor Reed insisted that the ship was clumsy 
and could not .be well handled in battle nor 
could she. stand heavy weather dtsea. Laird 
Brothers were equally confident that. she gould 
do all that had been promised for. her, and, al- 
though they admitted that the weignt of the 
guns sunk her two feet. deeper than had been 
intended, yet that. wouid make: ho practiéal dif- 
terence in the ease of handling her or in her 
sutliclency foraction, ” 

Navy officers and. engineers took sides quite 
generally, in this, contreyersy, and both. the 


. builders and the Chief Constructor were ablé to 


array. distinguished authority in support of 
their respective -elaims. The Captuin was.one 
of a squadron of English ships oif Finisterre on 
the night of Sept..7. A gale arose at2 o'clock 
in. the morning and when daylight came every 
ship.in the squadron was. in sight excépt. the 
Captain. Just when she went.down or what 
may. Dave been the tmmediate. cause of the 
wreck was never. ascertained... Every one on 
board . perished, including Capt. Coles, Lora 
Northbrook, and a@ sou of Mr. Childers, the tirst 
Lord of, the Admiraity.. 

Another great disaster. was that. which re- 
sulted in. the. loss .of the .Gernmian man-of-war 
Grosser Kurtiirst off Folkestone, near Dover, in 
the English Chanel, .on the night of May 81, 
1878. .On the afternoon of. May 29 three of the 
finest vessels in the German Navy, the Preus- 
sen, the Grosser. Kiirfurst, .and the Kénig 
Wilhelm left the great German navy yard at 
Wilhelmbaven, bound for Gibraltar... Soon after 
passing. Calais, in daylight, while the. weather 
was periectly. clear. and the sea. calm, a bark, 
which, was fetching off shore, got. directly in 
the ceurse of .the Grosser. Kurfiirst, which 
ported. her, helm to avoid it... The Kénig 
Wilhelm, .which. was. .sailing. close behind, 
phlled hard. aport so, suddenly that. she struck 
the Grosser. Kurfiiret. ferward of her. mizzen- 
mast. Almost immediately the Grosser Kur- 
fiirst went over ou her broadside and sank in 
15 fathoms, Her ¢rew jumped into the water 
as gbhe, went down. . Many must have been 
scalded by. the escaping steam, for out of her 
complement of 500 men only 23 officers and 160 
men were rescued, and of these 2, died of ex- 
haustion,. The KGnig Wilhelm also barely es- 
caped disaster at.this time and was obliged to 
put back to Portsmouth for repairs, 

Even as late as the present month a British 
iron-elad, the Sultan, was stranded on the recks 
of Comino, & small island not far from Malta. 
It appeared from investigation that when she 
struck the, rocks .the \.ater poured so fast into 
her -hold, fore and. aft, that the Captain aud 
crew were obliged at, once to aljandon her. . This 
oceurred on. the morning ef Thursday, March 7. 
For four. duys she lay on the rock, aud. then, her 
guns and stores having been removed, she was 
considerably lightened, but it was still impossti- 
ble to get ner, afloat Several British men-of- 
war were in the neighbourhood and .also u Ger- 
man iron-clad, but, they. were utterly unable to 
render any assistance beyond the rescue of the 
Captain. and crew. The Sultan 1s a serew- 
armored battle. ship.of the second-class, of 9,290 
tons and 7,720, horse-power,. She was.commis- 
sioned at Pertsmouth on April 20, 1882, and up 
to the titme of the disaster .was attached on 
temporary duty to the Mediterranean squad- 
ron. : 

Other disasters in time of peaee can, be readily 
recalled... Evergbody, will remeimber. when.the 
British shin Bembay ran into.thae United States 
coryette Oneida in the harbor of Yokahama:-on 
Jan. 24,.1870, causing the loss of the Oneida 
and of the jives of. 12 of her men, .Capt. Eyre, 
in command of the British ship, did. net atop to 
seelow badly. he had injured the corvette,.and 
whén the case came up for inquiry. before the 
Admiralty he. :was severely censured for. his 
conduct. Excitement ran. very. high. at that 
time, and during the trial, Capt. Eyre was in 
ajiwost. constant ..danger of fatal assault from 
the infuriaced relatives..or friends of some of 
the lost man, . The matter., weighed 80. heayily 
ou him, indeed, that withia afew months after 
the trial he died. ’ 4 
From. Aug. 13 .to. 15. in 1868, an enormous 
tidal. wave struek the coast of Chili und earried 
tar in shdére @ large uumber. of. vessela which 
were at the time eruising or sailing within a 
few miles of the coast... Among the vessels thus 
stranded were the,.United States. ships Wateree 
and Fredoniu. Some of the vessels carried 
ashoro by the wave could not be removed irom 
their lodging places, and became a.total loss to 
thelr owners. Serious as was this matter, it be- 
came the subject of amusing comment by the 
newspapers both in this country and Europe for 
some time thereafter, and it. furnished to cor- 
respondents in South America occupation for 
their pens for sevéral montis, . 

On Noy. 24,.1877, thié United States steamer 
Huron was, wreckea off the,coast of North Caro- 
lina and 104 lives were lost. 

Cominodore Walker, Chiet of the United States 
Navigation. Bureau, anti otlicer of long experience 
in navat.affairs, makes this statement emphati- 
cally. His recollestion of previous naval losses 
trom stofm.and stress, running back 35 years, 
is as follows: 

Tne Albany, sloop-of-war, was lost. in West 
Indian waters in 1853. She is supposed to have 
gone down in & cycloné, with every soul of her 
crew of 210 oflicars and men, as..shé was Dever 
heard from, éfter she sailed on her last.cruise,. 

Inthe same year the brig-of-war., Porpoise, 
with 100 péopie aboard, went down in the 
China Seas without leaving a trace of her end. 

Agaip, in 1858 another sloop-of-war, the, Le- 
vant, disappeared from the face of the globo in 
the waters of thé Padific, taking some 200 men 
to.‘ Dayy Jones’s, locker.” , 

In 1863 the brig-of-war Bainbridge met a cy- 
eloue off Cape Hatteras. A colored evok, picked 
up a day OF two atterWard on a bi¢*of wreck- 
age, told the story of the loss of every one of his 
shiptnates. 5 

The old Yorktown was blown ashoré near the 
Cape @6 Verde Islands on the Atri¢an coaat 
some years latér, bus the érew escaped. In 
1868 @ gréat tidal wavé pickéd up the sloop of 
war Watéreé in the harbor. of Ariéa, Peru, and 
carried her seven or eizht miles inland, depostt- 
ing her in @ tropiéal forest, where she ended hér 
days a hotel, Tie same tidal wave canght 
the storeship Fr4donia at anchor, rolled her 
over, and sunk hér instuntly, with every soul 
on. board, 3 : F £ : 

The Monongahela, now in active servies, had 
a peétiiiar experienos in the year 1867. She 
was caught u by wtidal wave, carried over a 
number of large buildings oi the island of Santa 
Cruz, West Indies, knocking down one of them, 
and depésited in the streets of a city, Subse- 
gently workhhen were sent there whe blocked 
hor up.ahd launched her again, Cee 

The Saginaw, Was cast Away in the night upon 
one of. the islands of the PAcitie about 15 years 
ago. The wreck of the Huron, although it. oc- 

curred i3 yéars 4z0, is 8ull fresh in the minds 

of people on the coast. The ship was wrecked 
upon Curritiick Besoi, North Carolina, and few 
of her crew escaped to tell the story of hoavy 
weathor.and false beacoi lights. So 
The Monougabéla, bow on her way to Apia, 
was carrié(d. by a tidal wivé in 1867 across the 
wharv6s and into the streets of Santa Cruz, do- 
ings nuch damage t0 property slong her track

It 18 DESOLATE NOW BUT THERE ARE 
GOOD TIMES COMING, 

In consequence of the forbidding aspect 
of the Weather Coney Island bore a very deso- 
late look yesterday. The trains carrted but 
few passengers and the island w&s dlimiost de- 
serted. Little or no ddmage was reported as 
having been caused by the storm yesterday 
morning, but considerable was done on the isl- 
and by the high water that prevailed all iast 
week. 

Another large slice of the beach near the 
shelter houses between Brighton Beach and 
West Brighton wag carried away, and the sea 18 
breaking through the isthmus between Brigh- 
ton and Manhattan Beach. An miet existed 
here several years ago which closed up during 
a heavy storm, and the sages of Coney Island 
now predict thiut it will open again, throwing 
the full force of the surf direct. upon the beach 
of, Saecepshead Bay, in front of the village, 

During the high water mauy of the céllars at 
West Brighton became. flooded; that. at: Herz- 
berg’s West Brighton Hotel haying two feet of 
water. in in . After the, high east winds whieh 
had backed the tide up the beach went down, the 
water disappeared tromthe cellars. ‘It’s an 
ill wind that blows nobody good,” said Officer 
Devlin yesterday. “The beach along the Con- 
course is slowly disappéaring, but acre after 
acre is being added to the property of thos6 who 
own the water front at West Brighton and 
further down. share was a time when a coach 
eould be driven under the front steps of th 
Iron, Pier bathing pavilion, and the waves rolle 
up almost to the steps. Now the sand is banked 
up nearly to the floor of almost.one-half of the 
pier, and a beautiful shady bathing, place has 

een formed under the pier, while the stretoh 
of beach on either side is pearly three times as 
large and much better than it formerly was.” 

is was found to be the case, and every- 

where alongshore aboat West Brighton tne 
same state of affairs prevails.

MOVING BIG ELEPHANTS, 


THE NEW CAGE IN CENTRAL PARK 
TESTED YESTERDAY, 
The quartet of elephants in the Central 
Park Menagerie had an exciting time of it yes- 
terday.

He was stoutly chained 
with the heavy, martingales and then har- 
nessed to Lizzie, who movéd along 
about 10. feet. ahead of. him, . and 
got him into his cage. all right. Lizzie 
went into the cage first, and carefully tested 
the strength of each bar and beam with her 
trunk. The iron bars are wide apart, and are 
2.4. inchesin diameter. The beams into whieh 
they are fixed are ponderous timbers. When 
Lizzie was satisfied with her, inspection Tip got 
in and made @ careful inspection for himself.. -- 
‘then Lizzie, went.back to get Tom, Her big 
sweetheart. Tom went along with Lizzie as 
happily as any beay..ever went to walk, with 
his belle. When he got into his cage, which is 
also Lizzie’s, he made even a closer inspection 
ot it than did Tip. He plaved his trunk against 
each one of the big bars in succession and every 
one of them strained and bent outward under 
the pressure only tosnap back as soon aggthe 
trunk was removed. When Lizzie got JimThie, 
the fourth elephant, over all right, she climbed 
into the eage with ‘om .and very soon began a 
flirtation with ‘Tip..,Lizzie, don’t seem to be 
very. constant in her affections... Last, Spring 
she jilted Jimmie for Tom, and now Tom is 
very jealous of her. 
Keeper Snyder ts the narrator of this version 
of the resuit of Lizzie’s flirtation with Tip yes- 
terday. ‘The partitions between the cages are 
gix iucohes thick. Lizzié poked her trunk out 
between the bars of her cage and reached around 
into Tip's., Tip, at first was inclined to accept 
her attentions and the two made love elephant- 
fashion with their trunks. Tom, who was in 
Lizzie’s, cage, became furious. He -was kept 
chained, but v»e trumpeted _ frightfuily, 
and ground one of his great feet 
into the eement pavement with such 
force that a space about the size of, a wash ba- 
sin was scooped, out, Tip's bad, jomiuer got the 
est. of him, and hé deliberately tried to kill 
izzie by shutting off her wind. Lizzie maaea 
frightful racket, and had a narrow escape. Jim- 
inie, her jilted. lover, seemed delighted with Liz- 
zie’s punishment,” ‘ 
The roof of the, new building. is not finished 
and the rain came down through it so heavily 
that Mr, Conklin decided during the afternoon 
that.the elephants had better. be moved back to 
their old quarters, Lizzie made. herself useful 
again and the brutes. were taken back. They 
will be, moved for good on, Tuesday or. Wednes- 
day.. The new eage is.lignted py sky lights and 
the floor.on. which the elephants stand is two 
feet above the level.

MEN SEEKING POLITICAL OFFICES.

Tt, Medill had. his attention called to the 
refusal by. the Senate to confirm Murat Hal- 
stead as Minister to Germany, and after an 
seer ar ehuckle the veteran newspaper man 
Said: “Well, that.is all. due to Halstead’s ink- 
slinging. propensities, Seriously, however, I 
think that the pesos 8 scarcely justified in the 
course it has adopt The origin of the anger 
of the Senate in the Pendleton-Payne contro- 
versy in Ohio scarcély gave that august. body 
g00d reason to single out Halstead for affront. 
You.remember that when Payne was selected 
by. .the Democratic caucus for United States 
Senator.there were scarce a dozen men who 
had. any idea that Payne would be sent to 
hn gua ony Yet the Legislature chose him, 
But when the charges of bribery of buy- 
ing his seat. were made they came 
from Democrats first. Then the charges 
became more known in detail, and a popular 
indignation began which was shared in by the 
Republicans and Demoorats alike until a com- 
mittee went on the national capital and re- 

uested the Senate to make an investigation of 
the charges of bribery which were made against 
Mr. Payne. The Senate, for some reason whien 
has not yet been discovered, deelined to investi- 
gate the charges, and then began the editorial 
attacks updn the Senate. It was not Brother 
Halstead alone, but a hundred other editors as 
well accusing the chief nouse of the National 
Legislaturs of all sorts of things. Hal- 
stead’s. accusations shone beyond the rest 
because of many reasons. He conld use 
vitriol upon his pen, and he indulged 
himself in ali sorts of denunciations, aefama- 
tions, and tie like until there seemed to be no 
bounds upon the bitterness of his charges. 
Still, he was doing just as many scores of his 
brother editors throughout Ohio were doing, 
only more weakly. And he mortally offended 
the Senate apparently. 

“ Personally I think Mr. Harrison’s appoint- 
ments to foreign missions have beén excellent. 
He certainly had nothing todo with Mr. Hal- 
stead’s rebuff. Of course Mr. Harrison may 
make mistakes. It would be very singular if 
he did net, forhe if human and liable to err. 
In regard to Mr. Reid’s confirmation as Minister 
to France, I think it showed good judgment on 
thé part of the Senate.” 

“Did you not decline Mr. Harrison’s proposi- 
tion to send you as Minister to France?” 

«Mr. rrison made no such proposition,” 
said Mr. Medill. ‘‘He certainly offered to send 
me nowhere, nor would I have been willing to 
accept any foreign mission. Had I had any 
inclination. to accept anytbing of that kind, 
I should not have hesitated to have brought my 
wishes to the attention of Mr. Harrison, through 
some mutual friend, and then there might have 
been more to tell. My own opinion concerning 
the advisability. of the owners, editors, or pub- 
lishers of leading newspapers accepting polit- 
ical offices I have eften and recentiy expressed. 
I believe that they have enough to do to take 
care of their own affairs. Should they pecepe 
political offices, they should do se only with the 
understanding that they should withdraw from 
their connections with their newspapers, for 
the combined duties are almost incompatable.”

THEY WILL ALMOST CERTAINLY BUILD 
A LARGER CHURCH EDIFICE. 
There is now almost a certainty that All 
Souls’ Protestant Episcopal Chureh, in West 
Forty-eighth-street, will remove to a location 
where its edifice may be more worthy its con- 
gregation and more capable of affording suffi- 
cient accommodation for the large mumbers of 
persons who assemble weekly to listen to the 
Rey. R. Heber Newton's sermons. Mr. Newton 
last week had letters sent tothe gentlemen of 


his parish requesting them to meet’ him after 
yesterday morning’s sermon. At the conclusion 
of his remarks to his congregation about 25 
gentlemen assembled in the basement of the 
church and there co-operated so heartily in Mr. 
Newton’s proposition thatthe project is assured, 
Aconsiderable amount of money was raised, 
something more than $10,000, it was said, 
although a very small proportion of the infiu- 
ential. men of the parish was present. Three 
sites are now. under consideration upon which 
the proposed. edifice may be erected. The 
amount of money it is proposed te be necessary 
to raise will be about $200,000. The present 
church. is valued. for religieus uses at about 
75,000, as real estate about $50,000, so that 
150,000 will have to be raised by subscription.

THE COLOR OF TROUZ. 


IT VARIES IN DIFFERENT WATERS— 


SOME INTERESTING FACTS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

While there is no doubt that light bas a very 
great effect upon the skin of a trout, itis very doubt- 
ful, mdeed, if the reason assigned for the differ- 
enée in color of the fleshin 4a recent note in THE 
Times is correct. Norisit beyond a question that 
the light alone has the effect of varying: the color of 
the skin of this beautiful fish. I have stooa ona 
narrow ridge on the dividing line between waters 
which flowed into Lake Superior and into Lake 
Michigan and have taken fish from each of these 
waters without moving, and the colors of the fish 
were so different asto mark their native habitat 
distinctly. The Lake Superior fish are dark and 
deep, allin their coloring; the Lake Michigan fish are 
very much paler, although they come from precise- 


ly the same kind of stream in everyrespect. I have 
also taken a lot. of fish ply of. which would have 
deep red flesh and the others were of a oreamy-col- 
ored flesh. There were certainly no cultivated fish 
in those waters when all that region was a wilder- 


ness, 
he troutin the Seotch lochs andin the English 

lakes Windermere, Grassmere, and others have the 
same differences in the color of the Hesh, and it is 
impossible to tell until thé fish have been cooked of 
what. color the flesh willbe. Thesame difference 
prevails in the trout of, the Southern mountain 
streams, where.I own about. seven miles of one of 
the best trout streams in this noted region, with two 
large pends as preserves. Here the trout differ in 
precisely the same way. Without any differance 
outwardly the flesh of some, large or small alike, 
will be red and that of others white, nor nave I ever 
here or élséwhere noticed any difference in fiavor of 
the flesh. : 

There aré no cultivated trout here, and, excepting 
afew rambow. trout. Salmo iridea, which are not 
cultivated trout exactly, although they have been 
bred away, from home, and. which I have recently 
put into the waters, the fish are all natives. No 
doubt the red-fleshed fish are a variety of the Salmo 
Sontinalis, and the white-fleshed tish another; but 
the difference can scarcely be specific. Butitis 
certain that the reason suggested Yor the difference 
of the flesh cannot. be sufficient, for in ali the In- 
stances above Mentiened there is no rvom or reason 
for stich 4 suggestion.

A LIBRARY OF AMERICAN LITERATUR 
From the Earliest Settlement tothe Presen 
Time. Compilea and edited by EDMUND CLAR. 
ENOE STEDMAN and ELLEN MACKAY HUTCHIN 
son. In 10 volumes. Vols. V. and VI. New:

A collection of the kind projected by Mr, 
Edmund Clarence Stedman and now pushed 
with indefatigable vigor is liable to the re. 
proach that whereas it calls itself a library 
of literature a large ptoportion of its con- 
tents can be challenged for not being litera- 
ture in the strict or pure sense. Onedoes not 
think of Jefferson Davis as a literary man, 
nor is the speech he made on leaving the 
Senate of the United States to gain the ob< 
ject of his ambition a very remarkable piece 
of forensic eloquence, calm and well ex. 
pressed though it is. Yet the work ig 
distinctly more valuable for including 
the words of the most active member 
of the Confederacy at one of the great turn- 
ing points of our history. Large as the 
space may be which is allotted te Edgar 


Allan Poe, one begrudges pages covered by 
the work of men who are in no strict sens¢ 
literary, and asks for more from that singtu- 
lar genius. Yet we cannot ask that the 
room given to plain Abraham Lincoli 
should have been curtailed for the purpose; 
though he was not a literary figure. Ta 
give adequate place for the genius of Emer< 
son 38 pages is none too much, but We can. 
not afford to miss George Bancroft, thougk 
hé is a historian and his style hardly meet¢ 
the canons of the present day. 

So it goes, as one turns the pages of thes¢ 
handsome volumes. hy, one asks, should 
Mr. Stedman choose thigobscure littérateur, 
that public man, or the next journalist, 
whose work can never win him a place in 
American literature? The answer is that a 
library contains many books besides those 
which can be termed purely literary; that 
the decision as to what is and what is not 
strictly literature is too much for any mant¢ 
undertake, and that he who should attempt 
to do so would disappoint far more readers 
than he could hope to please. It is partic« 
ularly congenial ta American laws of so 
ciety and politics that.no one with such 2 
task before him should assume such a posi« 
tion, but content himself with widening at 
far as practicable his schedulés and leavé 
the reader to exercise his own judgment. 
Whether it might not. have been well, how: 
ever, to choose some word less susceptible 
of challenge than ‘literature’ is anothef 
question into which we will not enter. 

The editors and publishers of this work 
appear to have set before themselvet 
the task, hardly less onerous and cer 
tainly far. safer than close criticul 
functions, of giving as comprehensive 3 
record of American writers and publi 
speakers as possible. There is no critica! 
commentary; nothing is here but such dis. 
crimination as the choice of quotations ané 
portraits necessarily involved. Volume V. 
which begins the list of writers under th 
Republic, has the steel portraits of Wash< 
ington Irving and. William Cullen Bry« 
ant. for chief embellishments, togethet 
with woodeuts of Channing, ood- 
worth, Dana, Fenimore Cooper, Mariz 
Sedgwick, Halleck, A. B. Longstreet, 
Ticknor, 7 Maria Brooks, J. R. 
Drake, J. P. Kennedy, and Prescott. 
Volume VI. has on steel Nathaniel Haw: 
thorne and Edgar Allan Poe, with woodcut¢ 
of Emersen, Longfellow, Whittier, Presi 
dent ano Charles Fenno Hoftman, Al 
bert Pike, Margaret Fuller, W. L. Garri- 
son, George Ripley, Willis, Gilmore Simms, 
Bancroft, and Lydia Maria Child. The 
latter are ranked as between 1835 and 
1860; the former between 1821 and 18384, 
The steel portraits are fair; some of the 
wood engravings not remarkably good for 
the present state of the art in the United 
States, but others excellent. Paper and 
typography are good, and the cost of the 1¢ 
volumes reasonable. 

The work is one which ought to be popu: 
lar, and wilkalways be valuable as a work 
of reference. When the time comes it will 
prove useful to critical writers on Amer: 
ican literature, who can pick and choos¢ 
from its contents the authors suited te 
special treatises, obtaining from it an idea 
of their quality which would be hard te 
get elsewhere, For it represents an im- 
mense amount of laborin examining vol- 
uminous works and some of the driest 
kind, while a good many books whence the 
quotations come belong to the rarest 0: 
Americana printed in English.

Whenit appears that a 
tariff bill framed and passed by this ma- 
jority is calculated to enrich protected man- 
ufacturers who contributed liberally to the 
‘Republican campaign fund just before the 
recent election and to aid combinations, is 
it not reasonable to suppose that the major- 
ity—or at least those members who bought 
‘their seats, if any such there be—had in 
mind the profits of these manufacturers 
and the interests of the combinations rather 
than the welfare of the people at large?

The remarkable statements made in our 
columns yesterday morning as to the con- 
dition of Public School No. 53, corner of 
Third-avenue and Seventy-ninth-street, de- 
serve the attention, not only of the Board 
of Education, but of every one interested 
in the reform of our present school system.

The school is one of many standing proofs 
that the system needs radical reform, the 
beginning of which sheuld be not to spend 
a dollar for extending the schooling of chil- 
dren over twelve years of age until all those 
under that age are provided with healthy 
rooms and the best teachers that can be 
found. 








The Board ef Army Officers on the Revis- 
ion of the Tactics is to reassemble this week 
at Fort Leavenworth, removing thither 
from Washington, after waiting a long time 
to have its meeting place determined.

THE HALSTEAD AFFAIR. 


We published yesterday morning the-com- 

ments of the Cincinnati Commercial-Gazetie- 
upon the rejection by the Senate of the 
nomination of its editor, Mr. Murat Hat- 
STEAD, to’ be Minister to Germany. ‘They 
were not written by Mr. HaLsTEAD, nor 
was he in any way responsible for them. 
There was nothing in them, however, of 
which he need to be ashamed, and nothing 
which he could not have written with en- 
tire self-respect. They recalled plain truths 
in a blunt fashion, and were as temperate 
as could have been expected. They stated 
very clearly the facts in the case of the 
election of Mr. PayNE as Senator from 
Ohio, viz., that the Legislature had been 
chosen by the voters to elect Mr. PENDLE- 
TON, that Mr. PAYNE was believed by near- 
ly every one in Ohio to have secured the 
nomination by fraud and corruption, that 
the succeeding Legislature, being Repub- 
lican, had made a formal request of the 
United States Senate to investigate the 
élection of Mr. Payne, that this had been 
refused by the votes of Republican Sen- 
ators, that Mr. HALSTEAD had accused these 
Republican Senators of being in sympathy 
with Mr. PayNnk, and-some of them of 
being influenced by the fact that they 
ewed their own seats to corruption, and 
that Mr.. HALSTEAD’s nomination was re- 
jected from spite at these accusations, 
We are bound to say that we believe this 
statement to be substantially correct. It 
would be possible to render a mere satis- 
factory and trustworthy judgment concern- 
ing it if the proceedings-of the Senate were 
not wrapped in secrecy, and the words, as 
well as votes of the Senators, screened 
from public scrutiny. That is at once a 
misfortune and a disgrace. But the Sena- 
tors who are now for a second time held up 
to reprobation and contempt for their con- 
duct growing out of the Payne scandal, are 
not, from the very fact of the secrecy in 
which they hide, entitled to the benefit of 
any doubt that may arise from lack of 
knowledge. They cannot complainif they 
are judged by the known facts only when 
they prevent the public from knowing all 
the facts. The known facts.are all against 
them. The plea which is made in their be- 
half, that they were governed by disin- 
terested motives, by the abstract standard 
of temperate judgment and expression de- 
manded in a diplomatist, would be availa- 
ble if they had applied that stamdard in 
other cases. That they have not done. On 
the contrary, they have distinctly waived 
it. Itis not open to the men who voted to 
send a public slanderer like Rick to St. 
Petersburg ‘and an Irish agitator like 
EGAN to Chili, to say that their abstract 
judgment of fitness is supreme in determin- 
ing their course. The motive of private 
and personal revenge is adequate to ex- 
plain their conduct, and none other is, 

It must be noted, also, that they have 
acted against the interests of their party as 
they have usualiy interpreted those inter- 
ests. They have rejected a nomination 
made by their own President, of a man of 
undoubted political influence and ability, 
in aState that is, and must be for some 
time, a doubtful State. But they have done 
more than this. They have justified a gen- 
eral suspicion as to the purity of the Sen- 
ate. They have given reasen for the opinion 
that there are enough Republican Senators 
te turn the scale on any question, who are 
actuated by motives that are not-honora- 
ble, and that these motives are strong 
enough to overcome party fidelity and to 
break down party discipline. This opinion 
will certainly be held largely in Ohio, and 
it will be spread with the greatest zeal and 
persistency by the most popular newspaper 
in that State. It cannot but have a very 
considerable influence upon the fortunes ef 
the party there, and it will have a decided 
influence upor public opinion throughout 
the country. The Republican Party, we 
are confident, is not in a _ position 
or condition to stand a strain of this sort 
upon the public confidence in its honesty 
and purity. The ene fact more conspicuous 
than any other in that party just now is 
the fact thatitislargely under the domi- 
nation of men who have much money and 
little scruple. Its avowed cardinal princi- 
ple is the protection of a favored and 
wealthy class. Itis the only party now in 
existence and the only one the country has 
ever known, in whese success great wealth 
must be directly involved. It is the only 
party that wealth can profitably buy vetes 
for, or in whose counsels rich men are 
closely interested. The Halstead affair will 
not strengthen public confidence in the 
power or wish ofits leaders to spurn dis- 
honorable action from interested motives. 


SAVINGS BANKS AND TROSTS. 

After commenting upon the fact that the 
stock of certain great brewery companies 
in England is held *‘ by the poor as well as 
the rich,” our contemporary, the Sun, re- 
marked the other day: 

“We have not heard of many American work- 
ingmen being stockholders in any of the numer- 
ous Trusts that are now being formed in our 
country. Yet itis likely that those Trusts that 
are properly managed will ‘give returns larger 
than the interest paid by any savings bank.” 


It is undoubtedly true that some of the 
Trusts are making a great deal of money, 
andit may be that their profits will con- 
tinue to be large. Still, it does not seem to 
us that the atock of theac organizations can 
be recommended to workingmen as a seour- 
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with confidence. A few days later:the-Sun 
said: 

“The glory of M. Secreran of Paris is de- 
parted. The tremendous possibilities of his 
colossal specuiation in eopper have been 
rudely materialized, and the result ‘is that M. 
SECRETAN ts literally without asou. The great 
distinction of this most wonderful mushroom 
of the Beurse was not his Copper’ Trust, but his 
collection of pictures.” 


What the workingman should seok when 
investing his little savings is the very best 
available security and not the tremendous 
possibilities of speculation. The various 
stocks connected withthe French Copper 
Syndicate oraffected by its operations were 
atone time very attractive to: investors, 
and even to men of moderate resources, 
but the values of all of them crumbled 
away when the Trust failed. Theshares of 
one ofthe largest banks in Paris fell from 
$210 to $25, and those of the great copper 
manufacturing company—which were sub- 
stantially those of the Trust itself—from 
$185 to $5. The shares of the copper min- 
ing companies both in Europe and in this 
country suffered ‘a very serious decline. 
Possibly there are French workingmen 
who were advised to buy the shares of the 
Société des Métaux when the Syndicate 
was making large profits and the Société 
was paying large dividends, but if any of 
them were induced so to invest their sav- 
in gs they are sorry for it now. 

The workingman, who has but little that 
he ean invest and can afford to lose no part 
of it, should avoid the shares of all organi- 
zations that are not formed in strict accord- 
ance with the laws. The Sugar Refineries | 
Company, commonly called the Sugar Trust, 
appears to be making very large profits as a 
result of an.almost complete suppression of 
eompetition in the industry of refining 
sugar. It has recently declared a quarterly 
dividend of 21, per cent. en a capital of 
$45,000,000 that represents an actual in- 
vestment of not more than $20,000,000, and 
with this dividend in cash it has distributed 
a dividend of 8 per cent. in stock. Still, it 
does not seem to us that the treasury of this 
Trust is a proper receptacle for the,work- 
ingman’s savings. The cembination may 
eontinue to divide large profits, but 
the workingman will not forget that 
they are made by meaus_ that 
have been pronounced illegal by the 
courts whenever a decision on this point 
has been sought; that by a court in this 
State the charter of one of the component 
corporations was annulled recently upon 
the ground that it had been unlawfully 
used, and that the people are striving to 
perfect legislation that shall prevent the 
formation of such combinations. Theshares 
may be attractive te those who can aftord 
to take arisk and can easily change their 
investments, but the workingman should 
prefer the savings bank where his earnings 
are carefully protected by law. We notice 
that the Sun remarked on the 19th ult., 
with reference to the collapse of the Copper 
Trust: ‘* The producer pays the penalty of 
becoming a party to a combination to over- 
throw, or at least.to check, the operations 
of a natural law, that of supply and de- 
mand.” Thereis danger that the members 
of every combination will eventually pay 
this penalty, and when it is paid, the in- 
vestor in the stock certificates of the com- 
bination, be he workingman or capitalist, 
also suffers loss. 

On the whole we think it will be admit- 
ted that the workingman will do well to 
stick to the savings bank, or at least that 
he should prefer the savings bank to the 
certificates of the several ‘Trusta, about the 
internal management and condition of 
which he can know nothing. He will serve 
his own interests by shunning the securi- 
ties of irresponsible organizations that have 
been formed by illegal devices. 


SECRETARY TRACY'S WORK. 


It is a good sign that the new Secretary 
of the Navy seems disposed te push forward 
the business of: construction on the general 
line of policy adopted by his predecessor 
without seeking to attract attention by 
announcing experimental measures. The 
board consisting of four bureau chiefs, 
which Mr. WHITNEY, after some lessons de- { 
rived from experience of other methods, 
found to be suitable for deciding upon the 
plans of war ships, is still continued in 
operation. The Yorktown, the first of the 
new vessels completed under Secretary 
WHITNEY, has been accepted without 
cavil by his successor. In due time we 
shall perhaps find characteristic differ- 
ences between the present and the former 
Secretary, butit isan indication of good 
sense that Mr. TRACY, who began with the 
frank avowal that he knew nothing of the 
art of shipbuilding, as Mr. WHITNEY before 
him had known nothing, does not think it 
necessary to effect a singularity by throw- 
ing away the benefit of the latter's experi- 
ence and laborious. investigations. 

Exclusive of the Yorktown and Vesuvius, 
which have had their trial trips, and the 
Charleston and the Petrel, which are almost 
ready for theirs, Secretary TRACY will have 
to deal more or less with upward of twenty 
new ships now at various stages of plan 
ning or construction. The board, composed 
of Chief Constructor WiLson, Chief En- 
gineer MELVILLE, and Commodores SICARD 
and SCHLEY, respectively, of the Ordnance 
and Equipment Bureaus, has been busily 
engaged upon planning the many new 4 
cruisers authorized by the Fiftieth Con- 
gress. ‘These include an armored vessel 
of 7,500 tons displacement, an unarmored 
cruiser of 5,300 tons, two others of 3,000 
tons each, three not exceeding 2,000-each, 
a submerging menitor of abeut 3,000 tons, 
an additional vessel of the Veswvius class, 
and two gunboats of not more than 1,200 
tons displacement. All these are to be up 
to the highest standards of their various 
types. Some of them are to show a speed 
of 19 knots, and the 5,300-ton cruiser is to 
have a speed of at least 20 knots, while the 
new dynamite gunboat is to reach 21 knots, 
with an endurance of 15 days at 10 knots, 
In round numbers, these new vessels alone, 
whose plans remain to be made er com- 
pleted, and their construction contraeted 
fot under Secretary TRacy, will cost 

$11,000,000, exclusive of armament and ef

gregate by something like-$2,000,000. 
Besides the work on these new vessels, 
Secretary Tracy’s administration will 
have to-superintend the completion of the 
five double-turret monitors, and of the 
armored vessels Maine and Texas, as well 
as of the unarmored cruisers Baltimere, 
Newark, Philadelphia, San Franciseo, Ben- 
ningion, and Concerd, and of the fast Her- 
reshoff torpedo-boat, which will be finished 
this Summer. With the exception of the 
armored vessels, there is good ground for 
believing that all this great fleet will be 
ready for sea before the-close of the pres- 
ent Administrations for although ‘it is a 
singular fact that not one of the vessels 
designed under Secretary WHITNEY was 
fully completed during his term of office, 
yet withthe experience gained during the 
last six years the work of building can 
now be pushed on more ‘rapidly. But Sec-. 
retary TRAOCY will also be charged with 
additional naval construction under the 
appropriatiens of the Fifty-first and Fifty- 
‘second Congresses. With all this work, 
past, present, and prospective, and with 
the turning out of batteries for so many 
vessels, the present naval administration 
has four very busy years beforeit. Fort- 
unately it seems disposed to go atthe task 
at once, taking it up just where the en- 
ergetic administration of Mr. WHITNEY: 
left it. 
THE. WESTERN UNION 
FOILED. 


That the law isa weapon which can be 
used by unscrupulous men-and corporations 
to defeat the objects of the law is a fact 
which‘has been forced on the minds of the 
citizens of New-York very frequently of 
late years, and the man who has brought it 
to their notice oftenestis Jax GOULD, the 
shrewd trickster at the head of the Weat- 
ern Union Telegraph Company. The in- 
junction, a method of relief intended by 
the law to accomplish the mest beneficent 
of purpeses, by preventing contemplated 
wrongdoing, has been converted, in his 
hands, to a means for delaying the execu- 
tion of the law, and at times for nul- 
lifying it altogether. His latest experi- 
ment with the eonvenient injunction was to 
secure last Thursday an order from Judge 
WALLACE of the United States Circuit 
Court forbidding the Board of Electrical 
Control to order down any of the Western 
Union poles and wires. 

Judge WALLACE probably felt that he 
had no choice in the matter after the 
papers drawn by GovuLp’s § attorneys 
had been placed before him but to 
issue a temporary injunction. Probably 
nebedy was more surprised than he ta 
learn on Saturday that he had been induced 
by the shrewd lawyers of GouLp and the 
Western Union to issue the injunction in 
such a form that under it the telegraph 
company could have strung all its wires on 
the elevated railroad structures before the 
hearing of the argument, and the Board of 
Electrical Control would have been power- 
less to stop it. When that was called to 
his attention Saturday night he promptly 
modified the order so as to prevent the ex- 
ecution of this little scheme, and it is 
undoubtedly due to this change in the in- 
junction erder that the elevated railroad 
structures were not.swarming with linemen 
yesterday stringing the cablesof the West- 
ern Union which the law says must go into 
the subways. GOULD and his lawyers over- 
stepped the bounds of discretion when they 
engaged in this little bit of sharp practice, 
and the fortunate discovery of their bad 
faith is not likely to prejudice the court in 
their favor at the hearing next Wednesday. 

No man knows better than JAY GouULD 
that his suit in a United States court:to set 
aside the effect of a State law sueh as that 
under which the Board of'Electrical Cen- 
trol was created and is acting is a mere 
subterfuge to gain time and cannot possi- 
bly be carried to a successful termination. 
His plea that because the wires of the 
Western Union pass from this State into 
others, and because the United States 
granted the company in 1867 the right to 
construct and maintain telegraph lines over 
and along any of the post roads of the 
United States, therefore the United States 
sheuld interfere to prevent the burial of 
the wires in New-York, will appear to the 
citizen of average intelligence as absurd, 
whatever eftect it may have as a technical 
argument on a court. The power of the 
State to order the wires buried is part 
and parcel ef its police rights over its own 
territory, and no United States court has 
jurisdiction over the streets of a city, ex- 
cept such portions of them as may pass 
through United States property. It would 
be as reasonable for the National Govern- 
ment to assume to prevent a State from 
passing laws regulating grade crossings be- 
cause a railroad passes through different 
States as for it to say that New-York shall 
not have her wires buried because the tele- 
graph lines do not step at the boundaries 
of the State. 

All the points regarding the constitution- 
ality of the subway law raised by GOULD in 
his complaint have already been passed on 
by our own Court of Appeals, which has de- 
clared the law constitutional. The state- 
ment that the conduits cannot be used for 
electrical conductors on account of the 
deleterious intiuences on the cables of 
steam and gases in the earth is contra- 
dicted by the experience of Chicago, 
Philadelphia, and other cities, and by the 
Western Union’s own chief electrician, 
GEORGE A. HAMILTON, who made an affida- 
vit in the suit of the United States Lllumi- 
nating Company against the Board of Elec- 
trical Contrel, declaring that the subways 
were perfectly adapted to the use of elec- 
trical conductors. As matter of fact, the sub- 
ways constructed in Park-row were found 
to be impracticable on account of the prox- 
imity of the steam pipes, and means are be- 
ing devised to remedy the defects, but in no 
other part of the city has any trouble of 
this kind been experienced. 

The motive for GOULD’s action is very easi- 
‘ly accounted for. The thirty days allowed 
‘the Western Union to make use of existing 
-gabways oxpired on the day the suit was,

FOREIGN ART NOTES. 


Onthe shoresof Lake Issik-Kulin Central 
Asia a monument is te be erected to the explor- 


er Prjevaisky, after adesign by Bilderling, his 
eomrade. According to the /nmvaulide Husse “the 
monument represents a picturesque rock 28 
feet high, on the top of which is pereheda large 
eagle, emblem of strength, intrepidity, and intel- 
ligence. The eagle grasps in its talons a map ef 
Central Asia, the arena of the scientitic expicits 
ef the deceased, and in its beak an olive branch, 
symbel of the peaceful scientiitc conquests 
which Russia owes to Prjevalsky. On one side 
of the rock is a large bronze cross, between 
which is the inscription, ‘Nicholas Mikhailo- 
vitoh Prjevaisky, born 29th of March, 1839, 
died 20th of October, 1888,’ In the interior of 
the rock is out a spiral staircase crowned with an 
enlarged copy of the medal struck by the Acad- 
emy of Sciences in 1887 in honor of Prjevaisky, 
and showing the original inscription: ‘To the 
first explorer of Nature in Central Asia.’ ” 

The enthiasiasm of Hungarians runs to 
queer extremes.

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SOME OF VON BULOW’S IDBAS. 


In the comments recently published in 
this paper-on Dr. Hans von Biilow’s reading of 
the Eighth Symphony of Beethoven particular 
stress was iaid upon the fact that he dis- 
regarded the printed metronome mark of 126 
crotenets te the minute, given as the indieation 
for the time of the Tempo di Menuetto, and 
played the movement at the rate of about 93 
crotchets per minute. The writer admitted 
that he was upacquainted with the spevial 


reasons which influenced Dr. von Biilow’s in- 
terpretation. The great musician was so court 
cous as to express a desire to explain his ideas 
in regard to this movement, and he did so 
yesterday morning in the course of an hour’s 
chat, in which his learning, bis keen analyticai 
power, his wide study, his marvelous memory, 
and his incisive wit were displayed in a most 
charming manner. 

The doctor is undoubtedly to some extent a 
believer in the theory heid by no «mall number 
of sonductors, and ses forth succinctly by Wag- 
ner, that “the right comprehension of the melos 
is the sole guide to the right tempo; these two 
things are inseparable: the one implies and 
qualifies the other.” He referred his visitor ta 
Wagners argument in favor of his reading of 
the movement referred to; and for the benefit 
of those who are unacquainted with it it is 
here quoted from Edward Dannreuther’s ex- 
celient translation of the master’s “Ueber das 
Dirigen,” (‘Ou Conducting.”) Wagner says: 

“We know that Haydn in his principal later sym- 
—_ used the form of the menuet as @ pleasin 
ink between the adagio and the final allegro, an 
that he thus was induced to increase the speed of 
the movement considerably, contrary to the charac- 
ter of the true menuet. [t is clear that he incor- 
porated the ‘Landler,’ particularly in the trie, so 
that with regard to the tempo the designation 
‘Menuetto’ is hardiy appropriate and was retained 
tor conventional reasons only. * * * Now, Bee- 
thoven, as is not uncommon with him, meant to 
write a true menuet in his F major sympbony; he 
places it between the two main allegro movements 
as & sort of complementary antithesis to an allegret- 
to scherzando which precedes it, andto remove any 
doubt as to his intentions regarding’ the tempo he 
designates it not as a menuetto, but asa Tempo di 
Menuetto. This novel and unconventional charac- 
terization of the two middle movements of a sym- 
phony was almost entirely overlooked: the allegret 
to scherzando was taken to represent the usual 
andante and the Tempo di Menuetto the famil- 
iar scherzo; and, as the two movements thus 
interpreted seemed rather paltry, and none of the 
usual effects could be got with them, our musicians 
came to regard the entire symphony ss asort of 
accidental hors d@’a@uvre of Beethoven’s muse—who, 
after the exertions with the A majorsymphony, had 
chosen ‘to take things rather easily.’ Accordingly, 
after the allegretto scherzando, the time of which 
is invariably dragged »omewhat,the Tempo di Men- 
uctto isserved up as a refreshing * Lindler,’ which 
passes the ear withont leaving any distinct impres- 
sion. Generally, however, one is glad when the 
tortures of the trio are over. This loveliest of idyls 
is turned intoa veritable monstrosity by the pas- 
sage in triplets for the violoncello, which, if taken 
at the usual quick pace, is the deapair of violoncel- 
lists, who are worried with the hasty staccato 
across the strings and back again, and tind it impos- 
sible to,produce arything but a painful series of 
scratches. Naturally this dificulty disappears as 
s00n as the delicate melody of the horns and clari- 
nets is taken at the proper tempo; these instra- 
ments are thus relieved from the special difficulties 
pertaining to them. and which, particalarly with 
the clarinet, at times rerder it jikely to produce @ 
*quack’ even in the hands of skillful players.” 

But Dr. von Biilow does not regard Wagner’s 
argument as his chief support, He argues from 
internal evidence, founded on analogies drawn 
from other works of Beethoven, that the com- 
poser not infrequently wrote a menuetto move 
ment in place of the customary andante or 
adaglio. 6 quotes as a familiar instance of 
this usage the eighteenth piano sonata, opus 
31, No. 3, E flat major. This work begins with 
an allegro in three-fourth time. This is fol- 
lowed by ® Movement marked ‘Scherzo, alie- 
gretto vivace,” which is followedinturn by a 
movement marked ‘* Menuetto, moderato 6 
grazioso.” The final movement is marked 
**Presto con fuoce.” The conclusion is certain- 
ly unavoidable that inthis eomposition Bee- 
thoven intended the menuetto to be the slow 
movement of the work. 

Dr. von Biilow quotes Thayer as authority 
for the statement that the printed metronome 
mark of the Tempo di Menuetto is wrong. But 
the most direct and forcible support of his 
practice is found in aletter, which he showed 
the writer, written to him by C. Bargheer, for 
many years Hofkapelmeister at Detmold, and 
now Concertmeister at Hamburg. Herr Barg- 
heer wrote this letter to the doctor after hearing 
® performance of the eighth symphony under 
his direction. He expresses himself as de- 
lighted with von Biilow’s tempi, and says they 
are precisely those employed at a performance 
of the work, in which he took part, at Cassel tn 
the Winter of 1849-50, under the direction of 
Ludwig Spohr, and he adds that Spohr learned 
the tempi when he himself piayed in a perform- 
ance of the work in Vienna in 1814, under the 
baton of Beethoven. 

Students of Beethoven’s life will remember 
that on Dec. 8, 1813, he gave agrand concert, 
organized by Maelzel, in the large hall of the 
university at Vienua for the benefit of the sol- 
diers wounded at Hanau. The seventb sym- 
phony was produced then. Among those who 
played in the orchestra were Salieri, Spohr, 
Mayseder, Hummel, Romberg, and Moscheles. 
The success of the symphony ied to a third and 
a fourth eoncert. The latter took place on Feb. 
27, 1814, with nearly the same performers as 
befere, and on this oécaston, which is the one 
referred to by Herr Bargheer, the eighth sym- 
phony was brought forward and was not re- 
ceived with great favor. The following passage 
from Schindler’s life of Beethoven has a bearing 
on the interpretation of this sympheny: 

“ His own observations, coupled with accounts 
received from various places describing the inef- 
fective performance of the symphonies in conse- 

uence of mistaken ideas of their templ, induced 

eethoven in the Winter of 1825-6 to investigate 
the cause of the errors, This he did in my presence; 
and he ascertained that the metronomic signs in the 
printed scores were faulty in fixing the tempi too 
quick; and, indeed, he declared that many of those 
metronomic signs were not authorized by him. [I 
may here mention that the symphonies from No. 1 
to No. 6inclusive were published before the inven- 
tion of Maeizei’s metronome; and it is only to tua 
seventh and ninth sympwonies that the metronomic 
sigrs can with positive certainty be said to have 
been given by Beethoven. Whether or not he metro- 
nomed the eighth symphony (the score of which 
was only lately published) I cannot positively de- 
termine. I do not recollect having heard him 
speak of metronoming that symphony, though a 
great deal of conversation passed between us op the 
subject of the composition itself.” 

The often-discussed interpretation of the 
“little eighth” is likely to remain a vexed ques- 
tion, but Dr. von Biilow certainly offers strong 
reasons for his reading, and the direct historival 
testimony offered by Herr Bargheer’s letteris 
of much importance, It is, of course, not im- 
pessible that Spohr may have departed from 
the correct tempi as given by Beethoven’s owu 
conducting; but, remembering that Spohr was 
accounted one of the best conducters of bis 
time, we have no right to assume without 
proof that he committed this breach of trust. 

Dr. von Biilow’s conscientiousness in this en- 
tire matter is beyond doubt. His depth of prin- 
ciple in regard to fidelity is illustrated by a 
remark he made yesterday in speaking of the 
instructions he gave his pupils in his teaching 
days. He impressed upon them first of ali the 
necessity of playing correctly; second, finely 
and beautifuily, and, third, interestingly. But 
hé always exhorted them never to do anything 
at the sacrifice of correetness. 

Dr. von Biilow, in the course of the couversa- 
tion, said some very interesting things in regard 
to his ideas of Chopin. Hesees twochief aspects 
of Chopin’s character—masculine ana femimine— 
and he finds full expression of both in his com- 
positions. He has nosympathy with the esti- 
mate of this composer which ranks him asa 
mere sentimentalist. He finds in those works 
of Chopin whish he likes best the ardor, the 
aggressiveness, and the foree of a masculine 
spirit. It will be a pleasure te those who love 
Chopin’s musio to know that s0 great a muai- 
cian as von Biilow holds this opinion, and if an 
epportunity is offered to hear him play some of 
the French Pole’s works, we shall expect an ex- 
position of something more than the sweetness 
of an indescribably magnetic nature and shal) 
look for evidences of genuine poetis power.

They know Mr. Goald is a high-priced man, and 
that anything that he wants he will pay round- 
ly for. Thus it was that the Rapid Transits bill 
was sent.to the Cities Committes. No corrupt 
influence could touch it while it was under Mr. 
Crosby’s control. But the strikers in the House 
had it referred to the Kimball Railway Commit- 
tee, where it ceuld be manipulated in the inter- 
est of Gould or any one else who would pat 
eneugh money up ior the purpose. 


Tuesday will be an interesting day in the 
House. The New-York and New-Jersey Bridge 
bill is to be a speeial orderin the morning and 


the “ Dressed Beef bill” at the evening seasion, 
Every lobbyist in Albany is interested in the 
bridge scheme, and a review of the “ Black 
Horse Cavalry” will be one of the features of the 
day. The purpose of the first billiis to construct 
ae bridge over the Hudson River between Twen- 
tieth and Fiftieth streets. The scheme is fathered 
by an Orenge County man, Judge Greene, who 
is ably assisted in drumming up recruits by 
sucn artful lobbyists as Charles Swan of Storm 
King Bridge notoriety and the two Morans, who 
sustain life by doing oda jobs under cover at 
Albany. It has not been deemed necessary to 
consult the city authorities of New-Yerk as to 
whether this bridge would be acceptable to the } 
oity or not, but in accordance with the poliey of 
the average hayseed legislator the formula is 
put down, “what is goed enough for the hay- 
seed is good enough for New-York.” *

Itisa notorious factthat the extras picked 
tip by the average employe about the Oapitol 
often exceed his saiary, It is quite true, also, 
that the salary paid the average employe for 
the five months he is on-duty here is far more 
than hé could earn in a year he 
were thrown on his ewn resources. 
Thas tbe clerks of both houses’ are 
favored with a salary of $3,500 for the session, 
besides $500 to the Clerk ef the Senate and $750 
to the Clerk of the House for extra clerical serv- 
ices and engrossing, and 0O more to the 
Clerk of the Senate and $750 to the Clerk of th 
Hense for indexing the bills and documents o 
theitwo houses. The Deputy Clerks are paid 
handsomely. The main argument advanced 
for bestowing se handsome a compensation 
upon the clerks was thata heavy salary would 
lift them out of all temptation. It was shown 
in these columns @ tew weeks ago, how, under 
Senator Frank Hiscoek’s man, the expenses for 
stationery in the Senate for the last session far 
exceeded that of any other session in the his- 
tory of the State. And now comes the story 
that a gentleman who wrote to one of the 
clerks behind the Senate desk for a copy ofa 
bill was charged $15 for service—a sum more 
than the person who made the charge sould 
have earned in a week were he employed in any 
legitimate business. This is but a sample of 
the many perquisites that fall to these political 
tramps, who, by favoritism with seme man in- 
fluential in their political party, compel the 
taxpayers of the State to stand and deliver 
whenever a favour ls 88 Od. eeranns 


It would be but natural to suppose that in 
pensideration of the handsome salary paid them 
by the State the clerks of the houses would be 
especially watehful of the State’s concerns, and 


go out of their way to establish safeguards for 
the public weal. Mothing ef the kind. he 
averace clerk, like the average legislator and 
employe, is on the 100k out always for perqui- 
sites. The Assembly at the present time has a 
calendar of 600 bills on the order of third read- 
ing. Is any list published to inform the House 
or the peopie of the order in whioh these bills 
are placed? None at all! No one be- 
lieves Mr. Ohickering, the efficient Clerk 
of the House, would iend himself for one mo- 
ment to any improper scheme, but the time has 
come when certain orders of business of the 
Legislature sheuld be printed daily and posted 
in a conspicuous place. It is but an evidence of 
the carelessness and indifference, to eall it by 
no stronger word, with which the proceedings 
of the Legislature are conducted—in darkness 
and mystery—diserimination sgainst the public 
and in favor of eorporations and eorruption 
every time.

The labor attending the preparation of a third 
reading ealendar daily would be insignificant, 
considering the number of clerks who draw big } 
pay and perform slight work, while the expense 
of printing would be comparatively trifling, 
and inthe long run nothing for the saving to 
the State in the prevention of doctoring the 
calendar. Under the present system there is 
almost nothing to prevent a good bill at the 
top of the calendar from being dropped to the 
foot, and a bad billat the bottom from being 
jumped tothe top. The system is all wrong, 
and the fact that the olerks of both houses 
prefer to run it as it is rather than to remedy it 
is proof conclusive that that $3,500, five 
monthe’ salary, is not a guarantee that the best 
interests of the State will be cared for by the 
lucky man whe receives it 


As it is to-day the clerks run the Legislature, 
and are great men while the seasion lasts. Ifa 
member or a Senator desires information con- 
cerning the position of a bill he must apply to 
the clerk instead of consulting his files, which 
ought to show him every day what bills are in 
general orders, what are special orders and 
when they are to be read, and what bills are on 
the order of third reading. ‘The clerks must 
have good reason for keeping all this informa- 
tion exclusively to themselves when in reality 
it shou!d be a part of the printed pro 3 
of the House. 


At the beginning of the session there was a 
rumor current that some Republican politicians 
of New-York proposed to pass a bill restoring to 
the Aldermen the power of confirming nomina- - 
tions. Mr. Stephen B. Freneh was mentioned 
as one of the mest aetive friends of the meas- 
ure. The people whe had charge of it, how- 
ever, on {looking over the ground, discovered 
thas the bill if introduced would be opposed by 
Messrs. Hamilton and Crospy together with the 
solid Demoeratic delegation from New-York. 
They therefore abandoned it. Withina day er 
two, however, the story has been bruited about 
here that a fresh effort will be made to push 
the bill through under cover. Its epponents 
are on the lookout for it, however, and if it 
ever appears in the House, its life will be cut 
very sort.

JOHN A. DUFF. 
John A. Duff the well-known theatrical 


manager, who was suddenly prostrated by a 
paralytic stroke in his office in the Standara 
Theatre on Saturday afternoon, died at his 
home, 33 West Tenth-street, about 9 e’clock 
yesterday morning. His death was peaceful. 
Most of the members of his family were 
with the veteren manager when he expired. 
Jobn A. Duff was born in the North of Iréland 
March 10, 1820. He came to America when 
about 10 years of age and lJecated in Albany, 
where he subsequently engaged in the restau- 
rant business and made considerable money. 
Severai years afterward he came to New-York 
City and became a partner in the well-known 
restaurant firm of Crook & Duff, which flour- 
ished for so many years in Park-row. About a 
quarter of a century ago Mr. Duff began to take 
@D interest in theatricals. His first ventures 
were speculative rather than managerial, and 
he was Bet publicly known in the theatrical 
ventures he made. Among his firet prominent 
movements in the amusement business was in 
association with Leatin a circus in Fourteenth- 
street. 

n 1866 he was assoelated with Mrs, John 
ood in the management of the old Oiympio 
Theatre, at 622 and 624 Broadway. Subse- 
uently Mrs. Wood retired and Mr. Duff con- 
tinued the Olympic Theatre under the manage- 
mentof his son-in-law, James E. Hayes, who 
had been prominent asa scenic artist. This ar- 
rangement continued until 1872, when Mr. 
Hayes died. Mr. Duff then employed Jobu F. 
Poole, the present manager of Poole’s Theatre, 
as his manager, and the Olympic was turned 
‘into a variety theatre and became neted for the 
excellence of its entertainments in that line. 
About this time, too, Col. W. E. Sinn, the 
Brooklyn, manager was associated with Mr. 
Duff in the conduet of the Olympic, but only 
‘for one year. In 1877 Mr. Daff gave up the 
Olympic Theatre, after having lost a large 
amount of meney in managing the house. He 
was still bent on theatrical management, bow- 
ever, and he took the Broadway Theatre, now 
Daly’s Theatre, for the reason of 1877-8 
and inmtrusted the management ef the 
new place ta this son James. The 
next season he surrendered the Broadway 
to George Edgar and. Chandos Fulton, but in 
1879-80 he again took charge of the house in 
conneetion with his son-in-law, Augustin Daly, 
and the name of the piace was changed to 
Daly’s Theatre. This arrangement continued 
until 1884, when Mr. Duff and Mr. Daly agreed 
to separate, the latter retaining control of the 
theatre. Mr. Duff then secured the man- 
agement of the Standard Theatre, and 
when that house burned down in 1885 it was 
rebuilt for him. He and his son, James C. 
Duff, retained the management of this house up 
to the time of his death. Mr. Duff was also 
largely interested in the ventures of Auguatin 
Daly at different times, and when the latter had 
the Fifth-Avenue Theatre the deceased ad- 
vanced his son-in-law large aums of money. 
#®Mr. Duff was a man of extremely brusque 
‘manners, a fact that militated against his per- 
sonal popularity. He was famous as an enemy 
of all deadheads and he hated a liar with all his 
nature, He did not care to make many friends, 
but those that he esteemed he hela elose to 
him. He had no use for any others. 

Mr. Duff leaves a widow and six children, 
three sons and three daughters. The former 
are James U., manager of the Standard Theatre 
and Duff’s opera company; John, an actor, and 
Rufus, a Jesuit priest. The daughters are Mre, 
Augustin Daly, wife of the proprietor and 
manager of Daly’s Theatre; Mrs. Hayes, widow 
of James E. Hayes; and another, the yeungest, 
who is the Sister Superior of the Convent of the 


Sacred Heart.

- JACOB SLEEPER. 
The Hen. Jacob Sleeper died at his resi- 
dence in Boston yesterday in the eighty-seventh 
year of his age. 
The death of Mr. Sleeper removes a man whose 
philanthropy was unbounded and whose bene- 
factions were distributed wiéely among the de- 
serving poor. He was born in New-Castle, 
Me., in 1802, settled in Boston in 1825, 
and amassed a large fortune in the whole- 
sale clothing business and real estate 
transactions. He served in the Massa- 
chusetts House of Representatives in 1851 
and 1852, in the Boston Board ef Aldermen in 
1852 and 1853, and in the Executive Ceuncil of 
Govs. Banks and Andrew. His Trusteeships 
were many, including those ef the Massacbu- 
setts Bibie Society, besides the Vice-Presidency 
of the American Bible Society, of Wesleyan 
University, where he was at death Vice-Presi- 
dent of the corporation, and of Harvard Col- 
lege, where, a8 one of the Overseers, he gave 
valuable aid and advice for 12 years, trom 1856 
tol 
In church matters he was a hard and willing 
worker, and by his help the Weslevan building 
on Bromfield-street, Boston, was erected at a 
cost of $300,000. When Boston University was 
organized Mr. Sleeper was one of the three 
founders, and chiefly through his assistance 
largely increased aecommodations for the in- 
stitution were secured by the erectien of “Jacob 
Sleeper Hall” on Somerset-street. The Wesley- 
en Missionary Home at Newton arose largely 
through Mr. Sleeper’s aid, and over 100 
churches throughout New-Engiand have been 
helped by him. 
He was also interested in financial matters, 
and at the time of his death was a Director of 
the National Bank ef Commerce of Bosten aud 
the oldest Director of the North Amerigan In- 
surance Company. Mr., Sleeper leaves a son, 
Major J. Hemry Sleeper, and three daugbters, 
one being the wife of po P. Dutton, the New- 
York publisher, and another the wife of J. W. 
Harper, the head of the house of Harper & 
Brothers. 
In his youth Mr. Sleeper suffered an accident 
to his foot. Disease developed there and he 
had to submit to several operations. At last 
advanced age yielded to the shook of this affiic- 
tion, and illness cawe on that finally resulted 
in his death, 


CHARLES DELLINGER. 
Charles Dellinger died last Saturday 
evening at his residence, 122 West Forty-third- 
atreot, in the eighty-sixth year of his age. He 
was born in New-York Gity in February, 1804, 
and reeeived his education here. When about 
80 years of age he removed to Mobile, Ala., 
where he became wellknown in the eotton 
business. He returned to this city about 10 
years later and engaged in tho cotton and com- 
mission business on Pearl-street. About this 


time he married his seeond wife, a daughter of 
Mr. John Bloodgood, who survives him. He 
was of a retiriag mature and lived a happy do- 
mestic life. 

Mr. Dellinger was well known in business 
circles here a quarter of a century ago, and was 
highly respected as a thoroughly-upright gentie- 
man. Twenty years ago he retired from busi- 
ness On account of failing sight and 11] health, 
and for the past 15 years has been affileted with 
blindness. He leaves a widow,four daughters,and 
twosons. The funeral services will be held at his 
late residence at 5 o’clock te-morrow afternoon. 
The body will be interred in the family vault at 
Greenwood Gemetery.

When a surgeon from the Keosevelt Hespital 
arrived it wes found that the girl had bean shot 
just below the heart with a pices of large 
‘calibre and that esbe would probably die. She 
was removed to the hospital. . 

Police Officer Fitzgeraid then began an inves- 
tigation and lie ascertained the following: 

[wo yeung men had been in the girls’ room 
up to the time of the shooting, and no one save 
the wounded girl’s companion, Frankie, had seen 
them depart. Her story is that they had flirted 
with the two young men on the street from the 
windows of their roems, and that later in the 
night were surprised to gee the young men enter 
their rooms, Net wishing to create a dis- 
turbance, the girls submitted to the intrusion 
end began a conversation with their strange 
visitors, Miss Palmer oceupying the front room 
with one of the young wen and her friend and 
the other visitor sitting in the alcove. They 
had beea chatting for perhaps 20 minutes when 
Miss Cartright heard a pistol shot im the front 
room.

“The combinatiens, trusts, and syndicates of 
which the people at present complain demon- 
strate the practicability of our basic principle 
of association.

“The present industrial system proves itself 
wrong by the immense wrongs it preduces; it 
proves itself absurd by the immense waste of 
energy and material which is admitted to be its 
concomitant.

Chesapeake and Ohio carry tie buéiness or else 
reduce their basing rates from Columbus and 
other poipts.: If they do this, fates from 
all other points East will he out of 
line and will have. to be changed. The 
initial lines from the river, competitors 
with the Chesapeake and Ohio for this business, 
could, of course, mest the rate made by that 
road, but such action is out of the question, be- 
cause the connecting lines that the business 
would be turned over to ut Columbus, Ohio, and 
other junctional points cannet, under a recent 


decision of the IuterState Commerce 
_ Commission, as lines torming a _por- 
tion of a through line, participate § in 


any rate made from an initial point to point of 
destination which is less than the rate from 
the point where the business is turned over 
by the initial lines to the point of destination.

Gloomy as the weather were the counte- 
nances yesterday of those promoters of sacred- 
ness in music in this eity who own concert 
‘gardens. The places where last Sunday musio 
of an elevating character interfered somewhat 
with the jingling of the beer glasses were yes- 
terday so silent and deserted as to fill with 
despair the souls of musieal enthusiasts who 
were wont to crowd them.on Sundays. Barreda, 
locked, closed tight they were, and rattling at 
the front. doors and peunding on the eide doors 
evoked enly meiancholy echos from within, 

The -police issued orders on Saturday to have 
the gardens closed, and when it came to a 
question of losing a few hundred dollars by 
closing or being eseorted to a police station by 
blue-coated minions of the law the various 
preprietors were unanimous in choosing the 
former alternative, 

The only place in the city where liquid re- 
freshments are usually sold as a sort of an ad- 
junct to the music that was open yesterday 
was the Eden Musée, in West Twenty-thira- 
street, and the managers of this popular resort 
surrendered their excise license last week in 
order that they might keep the place open as 
usual en Sunday. The Hungarian Band, which 
is the musical attraction here, played selections 
from music that is and always will be saered, 


but not a drop of any liquid could be bought in 
the house. The management even went so far 
as to withdraw the Russian singers and dancers 
from its usual Sunday programme in order that 
the police might find absolutely nothing in the 
entertainment given with which to find fault. 

Koster & Bial’s concert garden, it was sup- 
ES en Saturday, would be kept open yester- 

@y in order that an arrest might be made and 
& testsuit be tried, but no such attempt was 
made. ‘The “garden” was closad tight and re- 
mained shut all day andall night. The big 
**gardens” on the Bowery, usually presenting 
such & gloomy appearance en Sunday nixnte, 
were brilliantly lighted lass night, and the our- 
tains were drawn so bigh that the vigilant 
policeman and the outraged public might see 
the empty orchestra stand and the piled-up 
ebairs and tables within. In Chrystie- 
street, where there is a perfect nest of 
small eoncert halis, the same ostentatious light 
was thrown apon their enforced geod behavior, 
and if “‘dut leedle Yarman band” had happened 
around that way during the evening it would 
have reaped 2 copper barvest from the citizens 
who were grouped about the various halls, 
eheerfully indulging in weird expressions of 
dislike for the officials who had interfered with 
their amusement. 

One somewhat curious effect of this spaa- 
modio enforcement of the law was shown up 
town, where @ eoncert for the benefit of the 
Henriette Sewing Society, a Jewish hensv- 
olent association, is was announced some days 
ago, would be held at the Lexington-Avenue 
Opera House. Elaborate preparations had been 
made for this event, and more than 1,000 tick- 
ets had been sold. On Saturday the proprietor 
ef the place received notice from the police 
that no concert would be permitted there on 
the morrow, and that gentieman at once sent 
word to the managers of the eoneert and post- 
ed @& notice on the deor that, “owing to 
@ late decision in the Sunday excise law,” the 
concert had been postponed until April 9 at 8 
o’clook P. M. It had not been intended to have 
any liquids sold at this entertainment, which 
was really for the benetit of the poer, and the 
people interested in it are indignant at the in- 
terferenee with their pians.

From Hariem to 
the Battery fully 75 per cent. of the saloons in 
the olty were doing an industrious trade in liq- 
uids which have an enlarging effect upon the 
human head, and those which were closed were 
closed more from the fact that their owners 
saw Do pecuniary benefit to be derived by keep- 
ing them open than by any desire they haa to 
obey the law.

STABBED BY REUBEN SAMMS. 


The Chelsea Flats, a six-story structure 
at 128 West Twenty-seventh-street, is occupied 
by colored people,and Horatio Strubbs, a walter 
atthe Grand Central Station, leased the top 
fieer and sublet three rooms to his son-in-law, 
Tobias Samms, a walter at the same place as 
Btrubbs, Tobias’s family consisted of his wife, 
Charity, and two children. He had for some 
time been supporting a ne‘er-do-well brother, 


Reuben Samms, who wae 21 years old and had 
worked at Earle’s Hotel. Recently Tobias 
urged Renben to. get employment, and this 
brought about a quagrrel. 

At 7 o’clook last evening Tobias’s wife, who 
was on a bed with one of her children, heard 
Reuben come injand talk with Tobias. Reuben 
wanted money and Tobias refuse to give him 
any. Charity sayssbe beard Reuben make a 
threat and then was witness to a vio.ent scuffle. 
{The brothers clinched and _ her . screams 
brought Strubbs, who found Tobias lying on 
the floor of the kitchen and Rueben, who 
was partly under him, was cryiag ont, ‘Take 
him off, take him off!” Tobias rolled over be- 
fere Strubbs touched nim, and Reuben sprang 
up brandishing a jaekknife a nd told Strubbs to 
atand aside or he would cut his heartout. He 
made a dash for the stairs, and while going 
down he is reported to have made thie signifi- 
cant remark to Milton Smith and Lewis Jones: 
“If he isn’t.dead I'll come back and tinish him.” 

Tobias needed no finishing, as one blow of the 
knife had pierced his heart, and his right hand 
was nearly out through from a slash made by 
Reuben when they first clinched. The,police of 
the Nineteenth Precinct sent out an alarm for 
the arrest of the murderer. Tobias’s wife, the 
only witness of the encounter, was fora long 
time se hysterical that she was unable to relate 
what occurred from the time Reuben same into 
her rooms until she knelt over her husband and 
found that no was dead.

ARDENT ANGLERS AT WORK 


THE FISHING SEASON OPENED 
ON A OOLD DAY. 
FISHERMEN AT THE FISHERIES AND 
WHAT THEY CAUGHT—POINTS ABOUT 

FLOUNDERS—NOTES, 

The first day of April has come to be com- 
monly known in these parts as the opening of 
the fishing season. The trout fisherman makes 
agreat occasion of the event, and with his 
beautifully-made split bamboo rod with Ger- 
man silver mountings he sallies ferth for the 
Long Island preserves to coast dainty little com- 
binations of feather and silk to beguile the 
brilliant-colored fish from the deep pool or 
sparkling rapids. 

But by anether class of fishermen this season 
of the year is also hailed with manifestations of 
delight. Fishermen who cannot afford the long 
journey to the trout stream nor the fine outilt 
ofthe gentleman anglers, Know that just as 
soon as the frost is out..of the ground, the ice 
and snow gone, and.the sun has had a chance 
to throw a few warming rays upon the water, 
@ Very sombre-looking, flat-sided fish sticks his 
mouth up from under the mud and begins 
mousing around for worms and the lower or- 
ders of shelitish life. This quiet, unassuming 


fish, which appears for the benetit of salt-water 
fishermen at the same time or even a little be- 
fore the brilliant star of the fresh-water fish, is 
the flounder, and a most important facter it has 
become in the question of Sunday ..-usement 
and profit to the mechanics, tradesmen, and pan 
fishermen in the city. 

It is an astonishing sight to one unacguainted 
With the fishing interesis of this city who visit 
the flounder beds on a pleasant Sunday to see 
the number of fishermen and their make-up. The 
rush is so great that a speeial Sunday morning 
train is puton the branch ofthe New-York and 
New-Haven Railroad which runs along the river 
from Harlem to New-Rochelile, and a train for 
like reason runs down theWoodhaven and Rock- 
away Road to the fishing station on Jamaica 
Bay. Canarsie is also # favorite starting point 
tor the fishermen, and many Germans from 
Williamsburg and eld East New-York go there. 

Flounders are pow bere and were quite plen- 
tiful last week, especially around City Island 
and Pelham Bay. A great many fishermen had 
prepared to open the ‘season yesterday in a 
hilarious manner, and had the weather been 
Warm the display of flounders upon the grid- 
irons of thrifty housewives this morning would 
have tar excelied the trout display at Fulton 
Market. But fiounder fishermen were doomed 
to disappointment when they woke yesterday 
morning. Snow and rain and ice told the expe- 
rienced that the flounders would hug their beds 
all day, and the wise man turned over and 
hugged his own, anc the flounder train was a 
pretty small affair. comparatively speaking. 

It does not require much skill to catch floun- 
ders, and yet they provide considerable sport 
for the angler. They vary in size in these 
waters from aquarter of a pound to two or 
threes pounds, seldom any larger specimens 
being caught. In other places they grow a 
little larger. Owing to their peculiar flat 
structure the fish can make noble resistance 
when an attempts is made to draw itoutof the 
water. When hooked the flounder will run a 
little and play alittle, and with a lght rod 
some skillful mancguvring is necessary to 
safely land the fishin the bottom of the boat. 
Te enjoy the sportared should be used, one 
with ga rather stitf tip and of strong, durable 
material, or if the tishing is brisk it will be 
strained out of shape. A small hookis prefer- 
able, one about the size ora trifle larger than 
the common trout hock or perch hook. 

The flounder is never 80 happy as when nos- 
ing around under oyster sheils or exploring 
sand banks. On the oyster beds, when the 
oysterman is using his rake and stirring up the 
bottom, the flounders flash around in numbers 
and rollow the rake. The stirring up of the beds 
Starts a variety of animal life of which the 
tiounder is partial. xXnowing this, the old fish- 
ermen often take a long pole when they go fish- 
ing and, on reaching the mud bank, they use the 
pole vigorously tor a few minutes. The roiling 
of the Water attracts the fish. The tide sweeps 
along the muddy water and the flounder follows 
in the wake, just as bluefish follow up the line 
ot moss bunkers. bait that is scattered 
in chumming. ‘the flounder is not at 
all fastidious 1n its food, and will take most 
anything that is thrown. Clams prove a good 
bait because of their durability, easy procure- 
ment, and cheapness. A sandwormsis alsosome- 
times found tempting. A pieee of crab is always 
a delicacy. A flounder is considered sick who 
allows a shrimp to float down with the tide 
without snapping at it. Even common earth 
worms j0ften prove:good bait—as good as any- 
thing else. A flounder does not stop to dis- 
— at anything smaii that shows sign 
of life. 

Fiounders are considered good eating, and are 
best when fried with butter, or boiled. A sand- 
bank er an oyster bed flounder 1s considered 
guite wholesome. 

AT THE FISHING BANKS, 

The season on;,the Fishing Banks was opened 
yesterday by some 300 ardent fishermen, who 
went down to the Lower Bayin Al Foster’s 
steamboat Angler, and while there devoted four 
hovrs to zealous and hopeful wooing of the cod 
and other less esteemed fish which are said to 
abound in the Water thereabout. When the four 
hours’ work, or play, was ended and a careful 
eount of the net result was had, it was found 
that seven cod, four skate, three ling, thirteen 
little fellows which their captors described as 
*“‘porgole,” and tiree toadiish had been capt- 





‘ured, oran average of one fish to every ten 


passengers. 

Every passenger did not fish, however. Near- 
ly allof them started out in the morning witn 
tackie in their pockets and a determination to 
sup on fresh cod fried in the evening, but many 
ot them changed their minds later on in regard 
to the fishing part of the day’s programme. 
All made an early start. The last calling place 
of the boat was at Pier 6 North River, which 
was left at 7:30 A. M., at which time those who 
had bearded the Angler at Twenty-tirst-street, 


East Kiver, had been an hour on board 
Up to the time of starting down 
the Upper Bay every one on koard 
was hopeful ef pleasant weather. Before 


sunrise the air was sharp, but had a suggestion 
of geniality in it which seemed to promise a 
clear sky and a warm day. The old fishermen 
on board were deceived by it and boldly pre- 
dicted a temperature that would whet the 
fishes’ appetites and make the fishers shed their 
overcoats a8 800n as the sun had half a chance 
to asaertitself. They knew what they were 
talking about; if they didn’t they’d have staid 
at heme. 

Just as soon, however, as the boat was well 
out in tbe Upper Bay the wind arose and the 
chill air drove all the fishermen into places of 
shelter. Thena fewlight flakes of snow ap- 
peared and then came a stowstorm which lasted 
until the boat had cleared the Narrows and 
stood well out tesea. It had been the inten- 
tion to go to the Cholera Banks, but the neces- 
sarily slow progress made while the snow was 
falling wasted so much time that a halt was 
made at Seventeen Fathom Banks. The weather 
had cleared somewhatin the meantime. The 
clouds had broken emeugh to let an abundance 
of light through, and as soon as the boat 
dropped anchor many of the fishermen went to 
Work with an enthusiasm which laughed at 
snowstorms and nor’easters, 

Some disappointment had been felt about the 
character of the baiton hand. Veterans of the 
Banks had provided themselves beforehand 
with clams, sand worms, sections of halibut, 
and other tempting bait, but salt herring was 
the only purchasable lure, and the dread that 
that peculiar delicacy might not tempt the fish 
was general among those who had not been 
torehanded. In avery few moments after the 
boat began to slaek up, and seme minates pe- 
fere she felt the restraints of the anchor, re- 
port after report told of the fall into the water 
of the big sinkers with which all the lines were 
weighted. Added tothe natural hurry of the 
tisherman who resumes his favorite sport after 
an enforced abstinence of six months, was the 
jiaudabie ambition to land the first cod of the 
seasen. 

About 200 lines were in the water, and at the 
end of cach was an angler eager to achieve the 
proud distinction. The prize was slow in com- 
pg. A quarter of an hour passed by, and 
though many “ bites” were: reperted and on 
ote occasions agitated volees had been 

eard to call for * That gaff, quick!” no fish had 
been landed. Once a glad cry wentup from 50 
voices at the stern of the beat, but it was fol- 
lowed by aloud splash and 50 veices groaning 
sn unison. By common consent the fish which 
reached the top of the water and then shook 
ltself free before the gaff arrived was a 20- 
pounder. A man whosuggested that 17 pounds 
would be nearer the weignt was scoffed at, and 
the man who lost the fish was the hero of 
the day until, after half an hour’s fishing had 
gone by, a veteran named Joe Schefer, a New- 

orker, sent him into obscurity by landing the 
first cod of the yoar—a handsome 5-pounder, 
caught from the bow of the boat on the lower 
deck with salt-herring bait. 

* Aleo” Foster, brother of the Captain, seized 
the distinguished fish and carried it in triumph 
about the beat, arousing unbeunded enthusiasm 
wherever he exhibited it. Many fishermen who

to be heard, 

AT CITY ISLAND. 

The flounder fishing season at City Island 
was formally opened yesterday by 150 or more 
piscatorial enttusiasts from this city. The af- 
fair, professionally termed a ‘“ day’s sport,” 
Was Characterized by alithe personai discom- 
fiture and ludicrous hardships that render such 
occasions enjoyable to some people. 

The festivities opened at 6:50 A. M. at the 
Harlem River station of the Consolidated Rail- 
road’s Harlem Braneh. At that hour the sky 
was leaden and gave every promise of the 
storm which came shortly after. The trip te 
Bartow Station enly consumed a half hour. At 
Bartow Station horse cars were taken for City 
Island. 

It was during the horse-car trip that the 
**sport”’ commenced. Its tirst evidence was & 
biinding snowstorm. The fiakes flew around in 
the nastiest kind of wet flurries, but even this 
did not seem to affect the spirits of the ftisher- 
men. Each carried ina basket a panaéea for 
all such little grievances. which panacea could 
be and frequently was taken from the neck of 
a bottle. These applications had a most cheer- 
ing effect, and by the time the boathouses were 
reached few seemed to mind the storm. Boats 
were procured and the fishermen started for 
their favorite spots. 

How they all fared cannot be definitely stated. 
One boatload, which was out just three-quarters 
of an hour, got wet to the skin, and caught 24 
fish, the aggregate weight of which was 11 
pounds. Then they were satisfied to return to 
shere. The sport was nes attractive enough to 
court alonger stay. Many ethers got all the 
pers they desired in an hour and returned to 
shore. Some staid out much longer for the rea- 
son that their bottled spirits held out longer. 

By noon everybody had had enough fishing. 


’The snow was falling, with a rain accompani- 


ment. The enthusiasts feund shelter in the 
most convenient places and wished they could 
get home, but they could net. There was no 
train. until 3 o’clock. Consequentiy they re- 
lated the most remarkable stories of previous 
“floundering” expeditions. This was kept up 
until it was time to take the horse car to Bar- 
tow Station and there board the New-York 
train. At4o’clock the fishermen crossed the 
Hariem Bridge, so weary, 80 wet, and so be- 
draggled as to be objects of sympathy to the 
general public. Doubtless that mattered little 
to them. ‘however. They had had a day’s 
sport and opened the “flounder season.” That 
season will remain open for many weeks 10 
come, and the special Sunday morning train 
will eontinue to acconimodate those looking 
for sport. 


AT CANARSIF. 
Afew flounder fishermen were down at Ca- 
narsie yesterday. They looked at the sky, felt 
the cold wind beat afew ice drops upon their 


faces, and concluded it was not a good day for 
flounders, Ifthe rain had been warm and the 
temperature net solow the day would have 
been a good one, for the rainstorms stir up the 
fish and make them alert. The banks in Canar- 
sie Bay are at times covered with flounders, and 
even in the channels they are cangbt. Further 
up at the fishing station the luck is often exeel- 
lent, and big basket eatches are taken home, 
Itis the cheapest kind of fishing, and usualiy 
brings in more returns in pounds for the money 
expended than any other fishing. 


NOTES. 


The North River shad are beginning to arrive. 
Fourteen were taken in nets off Keyport on Fri- 
day night, They were prime fish and sold read- 
ily for $2 apiece. The first Hudson River 
salmon is expected this week. It is to be hoped 
that the net man who is fortunate exmough to 
find the first willnot doas the Yonkers fisher- 
man did last year, who, on discovering a salmon 
in his net, threw it away, thinking the ‘* new- 
fangled” fish to be worthless. 


Big stories of large eatches of fish still con- 
tinue to come from the Fiorids fishermen, who 
certainly have been doing remarkably well. The 
Fiorida anglers usually come North just at 
the height of the fishing season. There is one 
consolation, that the tarpon, wherever they are, 
are growing bigger every day, and immense fel- 
lows are to be expected next year. 

Striped bass are being taken in the Potomac 
in large numbers. At Sing Sing they have also 
been recently found in nets. The fishing for 
them with bait wili soon commences in the Hud- 
son. 


Silver-sided herrings are already appearing in 
the Connecticut River, and are early this year. 
They usually appear just before the shad.

OPPOSITION TO JOHN Y. M’KANE. 

John Y. McKane will wage another battle 
with the regular Democratic organization in 
Gravesend to-morrow at the annual Spring 
elections. A Justice of the Peace and a Town 
Auditor are to be elected, and McKane has 
nominated his brother Isaac for the former and 
James L. Voorhies for the latter. The regular 
nominations are P. W. Johnson for Justice and 
Joseph Grall for Auditor. 

Interest in this election is very great, and 
there is a fair prospect of the ‘ boss’s’’ over- 
throw. The most effective argument in favor of 


the candidates of the regular erganization ap- 
pears ina circular showing the increase of 
taxes since McKane toek hold of the town five 
years ago. During that period $375,924 64 
has been collected by direct taxation, but the 
annual increase has been startling. While the 
taxes in 1884 were only $26,639 61, in 1885 
they were $45,791 57; in 1886, $110,140 21; 
in 1887, $96,908 33, and in 1888, $93,444 92. 
The circular goes on to ask: 

“Whatis there to show for this expenditure of 
$375,924 64% Are your schoolhouses improved? 
Are your roads in better condition than they were? 
Is there any pubiic syed peer ra to which you can 
point in justification of this enormous increase of 
taxation? 

* Where, then, has the money gone?’ 

A giance at the record of money drawn by 
McKane’s Justiees of the Peace, McMahon, 
Waring, and Newton, shows that in 1888 these 
men drew $9,083 50 and the three eonstables 
took $6,768 40. No one knows what has besome 
of the rest of the money. There are no improve- 
ments visible. 





JEN FAMILIES DRIVEN OUT. 

Fire was discovered at 2 o’clock yester- 
day morning on the second floor of 611 West 
Thirty-sixth-street, occupied by D. McIntosh, 
who makes hard-wood doors. The structure has 
a frontage of 25 feet and is about 90 feet deep. 


It was rough finished and the walls had not 
even been plastered. The other occupants were: 
First floor, Mrs. Frederika Koedel, who has a 
scroll-sawing establishment and owns the prop- 
erty; third floor, the New-York Piano Key 
Manufacturing Company; fourth fleor, Poth & 
Engelhart, makers of pianoforte actions. Three 
alarms were sent out, Ay every part of the 
building above the second floor was gutted. 

The police, as a measure of precaution, made 
10 families in 609 West Thirty-sixth-street 
leave the house, but the fire did not leave the 
building im which it started. The loss is about 
$22,000, including $6,000 on the structure, 
which was insured for $10,000. In the cellar 
were two goats, whose pitiful bleatings led 
Chief Shay to believe that human beings were 
in peril and he ordered firemen to rescue them. 
They found one goat dead, and the other, a 
sturdy old feliow, was so exhausted that it died 
shortly after being taken to the street.

AMATEUR PICTURE TAKERS 





| THBY ALL WAN VIEWS OF 


THE BIG PROO#SSION. 
CAMERAS AND FLASH LIGHTS ARE BE- 
ING PUTIN READINESS FOR THE 
_ CENTENNIAL EVENTS. 

The past week has not been a very busy 
one for the amateur photographer,” It:has been 
too cold: for much outdoor work, ayd that 1s 
what the young people are waising "for now. 
The centennial procession will be aiboon forthe 
picture takers, and. will be undeubtedly umder 
aconstant fire from the camera as it passes 
along. Some good. pictures will be gained. 
Many amateurs are looking forward with pleas- 
ure to this period of activity in the city. ~. 

In obtaining practical material for a paper 
read betore the Amateur Society of Photogra- 
phers of this city. H. T. Duffield seut out letters 
to amateurs all overthe country asking what 
their experience had been in regard to detective 
cameras. One of the questions asked was 
“Which is the best way to hold the camera so 
that it will be steady while making an expos- 
ure?’ Some of the answers may prove of use 
to young people whoare beginning to use the 
detective camera. The general direction is to 
place the camera under oneof the arms, the 
right more often, and pressit closely to the 
side, While with the other hand the shutter is 
released. 

H. D. Williar of the Baltimore Society replied: 
“T have a push button on the right-hand upper 
corner, front, of my camera. I take a firm hold 
with the left hand, palmon the bottom, and 
steady with the thumbonthe side, and then 
with nearly the same position of the richt hand 
on the right side of the caméra and thumb preas- 
ing oo the push button or handy to it, I take a 
tirm bold with the right, ana I never had a 
blurred negative.” 

A Philadelphia photographer places the 
camera under the arm, resting on the hip. 
“Hold your breath when pulling the trigger,” 
he advises. ‘‘Do not rest the camera upon the 
stomach and bend over 1t as though you had an 
ache in that locality.’’ 

D. E. McComb of the Washington Club ad- 
vised pressing the camera tightly against the 
breast. A New-York amateur found po dif- 
ficulty in holding his camera perfectly steady 
under bis right arm, pressing the spring with 
the thumb of the left hand, when the shutter 
Was set at a medium speed; but for slowest 


,8peed he held the camera in front of his body 


with the baek agatust it. 

Ab amateur of an experimental turn of mind 
is making ready to take bird’s-eye-view pictures 
if they may be so expressed, or forceroen@st 
pictures. His ideais to construct a camera of 
paper, or some very light material, and then 
send itup in theair by means of a balloon. 
With a wide angie jens, he tigures 1t would not 
have to be lifted very highto geta good view 
of the country below and its topography. A 
fixed foeus and film plates would be a feature, 
and a shutter set for a certain time, or a 
tine wire connected with the balioun would 
admit of working the shutter by electricity. 
The vey | mun desires to give his ideas a prac- 
pee test before allowing his name to be made 
public. 

Arocking table, tjimple and efficient, may. be 
thus made: Take a pieee of flat inch board 
avout 20 inches by 8inches, Drawa line down 
the centre of one surface. At two inehes from 
either end drive two screws, leaving the heads 
projecting about one inch. File the heads of 
the serews to points. In the middie of the 
buard, on the same eide as the projecting screws, 
drive ina strong staple. Tie a stout string to 
the staple with a heavy weight at the end of it, 
and the whole arrangement is complete. To 
useit, put two tables of the same height w- 
gether, op each put a penny or any piece of 
inetal for the points to rest on, and you havea 
table that will rook for along time. Instead of 
two tables a slot may be eut for the pendulum 
in an ordinary table or workbench. 

The Society of Amateur Phetographers will 
hold its annual election Lext month, and a nom- 
lnating committee are hard at work preparing 
the slate. Mr. Canfiela wiil probably be re- 
elected President of the society. The society 
‘was never more prosperous, nor has more inter- 
est been taken in its affairs. In a new building, 
witb more room and greater advantages for 
work, it is believed that even an increased 
prosperity will result.

DESHLBR’S ' RASOALITY. 


EXAMINING THE ACCOUNTS OF THE 


“DEPUTY POSTMASTER. 

NBw-BRUN6SWICK, N. J., March 31.—The ex- 
amination into the accounts of E. B. Deshler, 
the defaulting Deputy Postmaster here, is 
almogt completed. As Deputy Deshler had au- 
‘thority: to open the Postmaster’s correspondence 
,and to answer letters of inquiry, complaint, 
&e@., he’ so exereised this power as te leave 
the affairs of the office in great donfusion. It 
has been discoversd that Deshler, who some- 
‘times looked toclong upon the wine when it was 
réd, often transaeted his duties while so much 
intoxicated that he could hardly know what he 


was doing. His manner, however, seldom be- 
trayed him. 

Letters which would have revealed hia dis- 
honesty he never showed the Postmaster, and 
Many other ofticial letters were tossed aside in 
order that the deputy might eseape the trouble 
of answering them. Packages of these letters 
have been discovered in out-of-the-way corners, 
and such discoveries were made very fre- 
quenily. 

Deshler’s most cruel rascality was in the for- 
eign money order department. Here he dealt 
principally with servant girls, &c., whese igner- 
ance made them an easy prey to his wiles. 
Load often came in to send their sums of money 
to Europe, and im some of these cases Deshler 
simply pocketed the money, handed them a re- 
ceipt, and did nothing more whatever. 

In cases where the girls went back to ascer- 
tain why their relatives had not reeeived the 
money Deshler put them off from time to time 
and in some instances tried to induce them to 
let him have the receipts, claiming that he 
wanted to send them to New-York. One poor 
old man who had sent $30 to some one who 
never received it used to walk Into the office 
almost every day to inquire of Deshler about it. 
The smount of the latter’s stealiug in this 
direction is not knewn. 








A LONG AND ROUGH PASSAGE. 

For 56 leng and weary Winter days the 
bark 8%. Andrew had been tossing on the waves 
of the Atlantic when she hove in sight off 
Sandy Hook yesterday. She came from London 
with a cargo of chalk, and her passage had been — 
an unlucky one from the start. Inthe first 
place, in getting under way on Feb. 3, she car- 
ried away an anchor and 15 fathoms of chain. 
On March 2 Capt. Heegstra says that @ very 
heavy cross sea was kicked up, and, a sudden 
squall striking him from the north-northwest at 
about 11 o’clock at night, carried away his fore- 
masthead, with all rigging attached. A sueces- 
sion ef rotary gajes drove the bark before them. 
The next thing to go by the board were the top- 
mastbackstays and a part of the main rigging. 
On March 21 a tremendous sea came aboard, 
crushing Elias Nielsen, a young Norwegian 
sailor, and injuring him so severely about the 
head that he died a few hours after. 

It was found necessary to put the bark before 
the wind to repair damages. After that the 
weather improved, and port was reached with- 
out further difficulty. 





WORK OF ST. FRANOCIS’S HOSPITAL. 

The Medical Board of St. Francis’s Hos- 
pital, situated at 603 to 617 Fifth-street, and 
under the charge of the Sisters of the Poor of 


St. Franeis, in their annual report justly calls 
attention to the excellent work of the hospital 
for the past year. A hospital of twice the size 
would net meet the demands for the tender care 
of the Sisters. The success of surgical opera- 
tions has been very marked, as many of them 
were of a heroic and delicate character, This 
was due largely to the perfect sanitary condi- 
tion of the institution. 

During the year there were 2,634 patients 
treated,and 220 remained in the hospital on 
Jan.1. Of the number treated, 1,366 left the in- 
atitution cured. 






TROUT: DEAD AND ALIVE. 
AN EXHIBIT AT FULTON MARKET WORTH 
GOING TO SEE. 

The opening of the trout season to-day

made arrangements to have a large display 
of fish. Trout from all the State hatcheries 
Leng Island, ané quantities of Canadian wild 
tront will be shown. Indeed, there is an indl- 
cation that the market, if anything, will be 
overstocked with the Canadian trout this year. 
Tanks will contain live fish of the brown and 
rainbow varieties and a few big fellows from 
Long Island, the sigit of which will stir the 
blood ef old auglersa. The Fulton Market trout 
show has come to be one of the events of the 
year, and ene that the fishing fraternity who 
are not able to begin the campaign on the stream 
seldom miss. 

tis sometimes puzzling for amateur anglers 





to select the right filles for the early trout fish- 
ing, and often the wonld-be d ie of Izaak 
Walton finds after he has reach the stream 


that the fish will not deign even to smell of the 
bright assortment of feathers that he offers, and 
yet are jumping all over the creek after the nat- 
ural lively insects. Of course, there are often- 
times a certain fly hatched eut in «# day for 
which the trout are ravenous, and having se- 
eured a few will jump for none others. 

The experienced angler on gaining the river 
will earefully watch for jumping trout and then 
try'to ascertain what the killing fly is like. It 
is sometimes advantageous for s fisherman in a 
strange locality to eateh a few trout with bait 
and then examine the maw to find out what 
food he has been indulging in. If the insect 
feund in its natural state on a stream has a 
defined bright eolor the angler is assured of 
success, for a piece of rag of the same color 
will likely draw them to thesurface, But there 
are afew old stand-bys in files which will al- 


most always attract trout. In the 
early Long Island fishing, which be- 
gins to-day, the flies tnat have proved 


@® suceessful allurement are the Great 
Dua, Grizzly King, Queen of the Water, Yellow 
Professor, Cahill, Abbey, the Palmers, Imbrie, 
Brown Hen, Coachman, and sometimes a black 
guat. Yellow files, including the Bright Fox, are 
often killingin the early fishing. [f there are 
not any insects flying about, a brown hackle 
skipped over the water will sometimes attract 
the fish. Fifes tied in the fluttering fashion, 
with wings tied toward the shank of the hook, 
Go as well in the early season as later on. The 
files tied on the No. 8 or the No. 10 hook are 
generally the best size for Long Island fishing. 
The leader should bé carefally tested before the 
first cant is made, Sometimes the trout the first 
to rise is the biggest of the day. Leaders colored 
& little are preferable. 

At the opening of the season, if the water is 
high, the worm is In many caées better than the 
fly. The fly caster never likes to take to the 
worm, but the wise fisherman who seeks a well- 
fliled cree) will not fail to take a few in a box 
if the condition of the stream and the weather 
require it. 

The tew balmy Spring days have hada their 
effect upon anglers, and they are sending down 
their rods tothe tackle dealers for repairs and 
overhauling their outfits. The fishing-tackle 
men have not much that is of an innevative 
character to offer in their goods this year, but 
the fresh material ready for the Summer is s8u- 
perior in peint of finishand durablé nature. 

he rod workmanship was never better, while 
the reels, ferrules, guides, and lines are delight- 
ful to look upon. 

Trout fishermen who are going down to the 
preserves on Long Island were never so enthu- 
silastic as this year. The season is fully two 
weeks in advance of the usual Springtime fish- 
ing. The old anglers said on Saturday that they 
had been Greaming of the trout and fly. To tne 
South side Club there willbe a greater rush 
than usual. This year members will be allowed 
to take 18 fish a day in the pond. After the 
15th of April the steam will be thrown open and 
24 fish aliowed to be caught.
